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WEEK BY WEEK. 


WE do not know what the Conjoint Committee are doing in the 
matter of the Russian Passports ()uestion. The last 
The Passports we heard of the subject was at the meeting of the 
Question. Board of Deputies, when it was hinted that nothing 
could be done pending the solution of the naturalisa- 
tion difficulty (now disposed of for the time being behind the back of 
the President of the Board of Deputies). Meanwhile, however, the 
naturalisation precedent bids fair to be followed in the case of the 
Passports. The Provinces have stepped in and taken the lead out of 
the hands of the Metropolis. At l.eeds, our coreligionists, with much 
public spirit, have sent a deputation to Mr. ROBERT ARMITAGE (the 
member of Parliament for the Central Division of the City). Admirable 
speeches were delivered by the Rev. MOSES ALRAHAMS and other 
members of the deputation, and Mr. ARMITAGE promised his active 
assistance for the Jewish cause. 


At the Cardiff Jewish Institute an admirable address on the Passports 
Question was delivered by Mr. N. S. BURSTEIN, and his initiative, for 
which the thanks of the community are due to him, was rewarded with 
sympathetic letters from a number of Christian public men, including 
the LORD MAYOR OF CARDIFF, the BISHOP OF LLANDAFF, Lord 
NINIAN CRICHTON STUART, M.P., Sir JOHN RANDLES, M.P., and Sir 
W. P. BYLEs, M.P. Mr. ZANGWILL, in his letter to Mr. BURSTEIN, 
suggests that the resignation of all the Jewish members of the House 
of Commons, on the receipt of Sir EDWARD GREY'S refusal to act, 
would have gone a long way towards solving the question. That would 
doubtless have been a fitting reply to the bumuiliation inflicted upon 
them by a colleague; and it would bave shown that the Jews of England 
are in earnest upon the question. But as this line of action, which 
would have brought the whole question sharply before the world, and 
raised Jewish prestige immeasurably, was not taken, it is as well that 
others, even if they do not enjoy the same political distinction, should 
do their duty. The response of distinguished Gentiles shows that there 
igs a great body of right feeling upon thia subject among all creeds and 
parties; and we are confident that, by steadily pegging away, our 
grievances will, in the end, be :emedied. 
THE tercentenary of the Romancff dynasty, which has just 
been, celebrated in Russia, is not an event 
The Tercentenary that will bring joyful reflections to the Jewish 
of the Romanoffs. mind The dynasty has not been invariably 
the foe of the Jews. The names of Catherine IIL., 
Paul I., and Alexander II., are a standing reminder that kindlier and 
wiser sentiments have animated at least some of its members. Yet the 
melancholy fact remains that to-day, after three centuries of rule, the 
dynasty stands where the ablest sovereign of that House (Peter the 
Great) stood two hurd-ed years ago. © The time has not yet come,” 
Peter is said to have remarked. for a union of the Jews and the 
Russians. After two centuries of experience, and of advanc+ in almost 
every other Stete, the Romanotfs have progressed scarcely an iach 
from the position taken up by their distinguished ancestor. 


The great celebration which bas just ended was a fine opportunity to 
bring about the union which Peter the Great thought premature two 
centuries ago, and to rally all classes of the TSAR’S subjects around the 
throne. But it has been allowed to pass, and the manifesto with which 
NICHOLAS II. commemorated the occasion does not refer to the Jews as 
such. The one hope that remains is that a special circular will be issued, 
granting to all Jews now settled outside the Pale the right to remain 
there for the present. This is, at all events, a concession of some 
substance. But it falls terribly short of what real statesmen would do 
at this juncture. The duration of the right is limited, and there is not 
even any certainty that it will not be ignored or nullified in some way 
or another by the local administrations. The experience of the 
STOLYPIN circular, which was drawn on similar lines, will not be 
forgotten. 


THE communication addressed by the Conjoint Committee to the 
Foreign Office on the Rumanian question raises, of 
course, an issue‘of great moment. It is incredible 
that the Powers will allow the transference of 
Bulgarian Jews to the Rumanian State without 
making thoroughly certain that they retain the civic equality which 
they previously enjoyed as subjects of KING FERDINAND. Such a 
monumental scandal could hardly be perpetrated even by men acting 
in the sacred cause of diplomacy, and it is not surprising that so 
distinguished a Jew as Signor LUZZATTI, the late Italian Premier, has 
protested in advance against the mere prospect of such a wrong. We 
presume that the Conjoint Committee have, before taking action, 
considered whether it would be in accord with the views of the 
Rumanian Jews as to what the situation required, especially as our 
Rumanian coreligionists have shown sigos of desiring the redress of 
their grievances to be left exclusively in their own bands.

But whether they have or have not, and whether the Rumanian Jews 
agree with the Committee's action or not, it is certain that the Jews of 
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this and other countries have every right to endeavour to prevent any 
further extension of the area of Jawish oppression. The Jewish 
persecutions do not and cannot affect only the Israelites directly 
attacked. ()uite apart from the economic effects of oppression, which 
make their influence felt in every Jewry of the world, there is the 
“moral ard intellectual damage” inflicted upon the race as a whole. 
The degradation of a cons‘derahle section of Jews in any one country 
jeopardises the status and the prestige of, and inflicts ignominy and 
humil ation upon, their coreligionists throughout the world. Our duty 
to ourselves, therefore, demands that the rieht and the just thing be 
done by the Jews of the trans‘erred territories; and that duty, the 
community, with the help, as we hope and believe, of the British 
Fore gn Otfice and the other Powers, we are glad to think, appears 
determined to perform. 


THE vory interesting uddress (which we published in our last 
issue) by Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS at the recep- 
tion in his honour by the Liberal Synagogue 
was identical in purpose with that delivered by 
Dr. GASTER upon which we commented a week 
ago. Indeed, Dr. ABRAHAMS himself insisted upon this aspect of 
his observations in the plea he made at their conclusion. ©“ What we 
must ask is,’ he vaid, “Do you believe in the power of Judaism to get 
bold of life?

Which method 
is the more likely, under a given set of conditions, to accomplish the 
common mission of both must remain a matter for individual belief, we 
had almost sa'd taste. We don >t believe that exact data are available 
whereby the contending claims of each can be decided with anything 
approaching definite certainty. Lireral Judsism, like Conservative, 
has a fina record of good work “forthe good of our people and the 
benefit of our faith”’ to its credit. Both Liberal and Conservative 
Judaism, on the other hand, have exhibited, in many instances, 
impotence in retaining anything lke a st:ong hold upon their 
adherents. 


We-hardly think Dr ABRAHAMS justified, therefore, in the positive 
conclusions he seeks to d aw from the work of American Judaism, or 
in his regrets that while Liberal Judaism flourishes so: mightily there 
it languishes, at least comparatively, in this country. The c.nditions 
that prevail in the one case are totally absent in the other. The 
environments are by no means identical. The climatic conditions 
and the physical conformations of the United States are not those of 
the United Kingdom, and these things play their large part in the 
psychical formation of those who inhabit them. Added to these, however, 
there are, of course, history, tradition, custom and convention, to 
mention only a few elements that have to be taken into consideration 
before a fair comparison can be drawn. We very heartily sym- 
pathise with and desire to applaud Dr. ABRAHAMS’ words as to 
the status of Ministers in America when compared to their status here. 
What he says on the point is wise and apt. It is to be hoped 
that with the advent of the new CHIEF RABBI there will be inaugu- 
rated a new régime which will tend to roll away this standing reproach 
to Anelo Jewry. None the leas, here too Dr. ABRAHAMS must allow 
for d tferences. The Jews of America are some ten times as numerous 
as those of England and, and just as the witty cleric toli Dr 
ABRAHAMS th.t a ten thousand dollar pulpit message was a different 
thing from a five thousand dollar one, so a two million Jewish 
force is a together different from a two hundred thousand one. The 
difference is not alone relative but so to speak cumulative. The force 
of the Niagara is infinitely greater than the mere difference between the 
volume of water which empties into Lake Erie and that of some 
tiny waterfall in, say, the uppsr reaches of the Thames. 


WE are glad to notice that, in religious matters, there is a 


growing bond of connection between London and 
A Welcome _ the provinces. We observe with pleasure, for instance, 
Nexus. that Mr. EVELYN DE ROTHSCHILD, one of the 
Treasurers of the United Synagogue, is to lay the 
foundation-stone of the new South Manchester Synagogue, and that 
Mr. JESSEL, the Senior Vice-President of the United Synagogue, is to 
preside over that function. Again, on April 6th, the Southport Syna- 
gogue, which has been partially reconstructed, is to be re-opened, the 
ceremony on that occasion being undertaken by Mr. JESSEL.

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WILL JEWRY WAKE UP? 
MAY—AND MARCH.

e#4\VO months ago to the day of writing, this column was devoted for the 
‘hen current week to an appeal. ‘ Wake up Jewry!” was the burden 
of the message. Its special reference was to the Beard of Deputies 
and the approaching elections to that body. We were then in January. 
we are now in March. An old Suffolk adage rurs “When in March 
« of May.”’ It is probable that the accidental alliteration of the names of 
two months suggested a juxtaposition which bears with it no little 
sophy. When cold winds blow from the east, their biting keenness 
‘ng our very marrow, to think of the opening of the summer time is at 
t comforting. When in our lives the cold winds of fate are against us. 
- sorrows may become assuaged if we can bring ourselves to recollect that, 
the natural order of things, it is probable that more yvenial and less harsh 
litions await us. « kor the community just now it is necessary to reverse 
proverb. Weare in the May-time of gladsomeness, Some, unfortunately, 
ar to be under the delusion that May-time is an everlasting season that 
ranges not. Yet others of us foresee the keen March winds of biting trouble 
fore us here in Eogland. ‘()uestions and problems that are likely to present 
oselves in the near future, to our grave discomfort, if not our undoing, are 
iestions of internal administration, nor questions which affect only our 
nunity innerwards. They are questions of our relation as a community 
our fellow-citizens in the country and throughout the Empire. They are 
blems for which the board of Deputies was instituted to grapple with. 


The exact configuration of the Board, as it has shaped itself in the course 
‘ time, makes criticism of it extremely uncongenial. So much of the Board's 
work has become centred into the hands of a few people and so largely into a 


ir of hands that criticism of the LHoard inevitably appears to be 
‘ism of the individuals or of the excellent gentleman to whom belong the 
special pair of hands alluded to. Throughout its long career, there ha 
’ ibly been no more energetic, carnest, whole-hearted President than the 
.roed lawyer who now presides over its deliberations. Most of those who co- 
rate with him in the official administration of the Board are equally praise- 
worthy. When men work with energy and veal and whole-heartedness, it 
sppears churlish to subject their labours to criticism. But, the forces working 
.cainst Jewry will not weaken nor will those who are carefully putting therm 
to action diminish their efforts because Mr. LD). L. Alexander, Mr. Leopold 
tothschild, Mr. Henriques, and Mr. Joshua Levy mean so well and strive 
much. It is the results of the efforts of the Board as a whole which must 
and not the good intentions of any individuals comprising it. Nor ie it 
edfal that eriticitm should at the moment be levelled against any of the 
ntiemen whose names have been mentioned. They cannot, by any means, 

- held altogether responsible for the shortcomings of the Board. If, asa 
suunal instrument, the Loard exhibits characteristics of jejune etleteness 


of senile. impotency, Mr. Alexander is not to blame. The biame must fall 
pon Jewry, which will not * wake up.” 


Since attention was called in these columns to the utter inefficiency of 
Board for the purpose of meeting adequately the state of affairs that 
radually is clustering round Anglo-Jewry, more than one matter has occurred 
vhich gives point to the plea for urgency in rehabilitating the Board. The 
ituralisation matter has this last week or two received no smal! amount of 
tention and comment. For the l’resident of the Board to have remained so 
uinformed about the intentions of the Government upon the «uestion as to be 
caware in February of what the Home Secretary had promised in November, 
vas an altogether unpleasant happening. But two points would appear to 
' of even more teliing import. The absence of anything like “touch”’ 
‘ween the Board and the provinces is one. If the Board had real repre- 
ntatives in Manchester, it is well-nigh inconceivable that a Manchester 
Jeputation could have approached the Home Secretary. and obtained from 
‘iin & concession go nearly affecting Jews without the Board being made 
«ware of the fact. That the Board knew nothing of the Manchester deputa- 
ion, and nothing of the Home Secretary's concession, is perfectly clear from 
toe President’s speech at the last.annual meeting. The Home Secretary has 
seen blamed for failing to communicate to the [oard his decision to reduce 
‘he Naturalisation fee. But this comment upon the inaction of the Home 
‘fice appears hardly warranted. When Mr. D. L. Alexander delivered 
‘8 last annual address, and made reference to the Naturalisation 
‘Jaestion, he laid before his hearers the result of negotiations with 
‘he Home Office, which were then twelve months old. Judging from 
‘lr, Alexander's observations, it would have been reasonable to suppose that 
the Board had been trying to move the Home Office up till almost the last 
‘noment before the President spoke. The fact, however, is, as appears clearly 
‘rom the Board’s report, that the question upon which Mr. Alexander waxed 
80 eloquent and so indignant, the Board had allowed to go to sleep for nearly 
& year. If the “ round robin” which Mr. Alexander threatened had come into 
being, it would assuredly have been of the red-breasted order. For it would 
have found the question “ snowed" under the lapse of many months. Is it a 
matter for surprise that the Home Secretary, not hearing a word from the 
Board for nearly twelve months, did not feel called upon to advise the Board 
of his intentions when he determined upon them? So important a question 
as the Naturalisation Question would not have been allowed to go to sleep if 
the Board had been awake. The Board would not have slumbered over it had 
Jewry pulled itself together to the extent of waking up upon—if only upon— 
the Naturalisation (uestion, 


Now, the Passports Question, like the Naturalisation Question, appears ‘0 
be slipping from the hands of the Board into those of all manners and sorts of 


people, mainly in the provinces. The last annual meeting showed that at 
least one of Mr. Alexander's lieutenants was horribly “ wobbly’ on the subject, 
So loth was he to press the Jewish view upon Sir Edward Grey that he found 
refuge in the necessity for concentrating the whole of the energies of the Board 
upon the Naturalisation (Juestion. When he offered this excuse for his tlaccid 
attitude he knew not that the foundations of his refuge had already been under- 
mined by the Home Secretary himself. In this matter of the Passports 
(Juestion, however, the Board appears to be in fetters and in chains. Upon 
most questions it allows itself to be fettered by the l’resident and his co-oflicers. 
On some questions it consents to place itself in chains forged by the Conjoint 
Committee. The proceedings of this Committee are secret, its methods are 
secret, its ways are secret. All that the Board knows is that it frequently is 
confronted by some important problem and is hushed into silence by the 
President uttering in solemn tones the two words—" Conjoint Committee.” 
What would happen if the Board some day determined to act independently 
of or in opposition to the Conjoint Committee. Heaven only can tell. Rank 
blasphemy or flat heterodoxy, drawing down the Jovian flashes of eternal 
rage would be mere child’s play. ; 

But, upon this Passports (uestion the Conjoint Committee itself appears 
fettered and bound. Some sort of secret arrangement of a secret conference 
of confidential persons who. are supposed to have metin the neutral territory 
of the Congo Monarch governs it. How would it be possible for a Board 
even of arch-angels, possessing the wisdom and foresizht of the gods, to deal 
effectually with any question if placed in the position that the Board has been 
placed on this l’assports (Juestion? That the Board has so found itself is 
because it habitually, out of sheer moral laziness, places its communal 
conscience into Mr. Alexander's fob pocket. It usually meets at eleven in the 
morning, and there is no question that bas ever come before it that has been 
able to keep the gathering intact a moment !ater than will enable its component 
parts to get comfortably to their homes to lunch. More frequently than not 
vast chunks of the agenda are unattended to. (Often, in order to hasten the 
proceedings, questions are referred, with the lightning rapi lity of a Chicago 
sausage-chopper, to this or that committee. The process is the ]} .ard's method 
of burying out of momentary sight inconvenient subjects. The marvel is not 
that the results of the Board are as they are. The marvel is that the 
Board has retained a shred of consideration in the mind of any serious man. 
That it has done so, and that its influence outside the community is not abso- 
lutely a minus juantity, is due to the energy and the eal of the present 
President. It is a poor workman that quarrels with his tools. Bat Mr. 
Alexander can reasonably complain that the community has given him a 
cheese-ecoop to perform work for which the Greathead boring machine was 
invented. 

The elections for the Board of Deputies are at hand. Will Jewry wake 
vp? The elections hitherto, especially in the provinces, have been mrre 
formal atfsirs, deputyship being conferred sometimes for the sake of Aore:/, 
sometimes as a hereditary possession, more often as a self-bought ~ place.” 
The irresponsibility of the deputies is phenomenal. Members of the Board 
represent constituencies of the location of which they are unaware. They 
r present constituents to whom they are utter strangers. A week or two ago 
the present writer was in a provincial town of considerable size with a 
Jewish population of no mean extent. The Warden of the synagogue was 
asked the name of the deputy representing the congregation. pon my 
word,”’ declared that worthy, " I've forgotten his name, but if you want to 
know particularly, I wiil ring up the Minister on the ‘phone and ask him.” 
* But suppose he does not know ? "’ was the query ventured. It brought forth 
the true /’arnass. “‘ Him not know! /ic knows right enough; ain't he paid to 
know?” Yet this congrégation is not far removed from what has long been 
regarded as a danger zone of Anglo-Jewry. 


There is an alternative to a re-habilitation of the present Board. If Jewry 
wakes up, and if the Board will not wake up to the necessities of the situatior, 
that alternative will become a practical realisation. Someone will undertake 
the formation of a new body that will be really representative of the Jews 
of this country, a body which will not waste its energy in devising formal 
votes of congratulation and. regret, but will be keenly alive to the everyday 
necessities of Anglo-Jewry. It will refuse to concentrate everything into the 
hands of a lresident, however gifted. It will decline to ‘refer’? awkward 
questions, knowing full-well that this burying of them is like the sowing of 
dragon’s teeth, which yield their ten-fold more terrible harvest. It will 
refuse to be bound and gagged by any secret conclave here or abroad. 
It will so arrange its meetings that due consideration can be given to 
every matter of importance arising. It will so organise itself throughout the 
country that nothing could occur anywhere in Anglo-Jewry of public import

old and experiment with the new. None the less, if Jewry does not think it 
worth while to awake the Board of Deputies, or, if the present organisation is 
80 hopelessly moribund that it cannot wake, the alternative to a new body 
would be to leave Anglo-Jewry unprotected at its most vulnerable point. 


The May-Day of happy conditions for the Jew in this country is waning, 
The signs of anti-Jewish feeling in England are too marked and too obvious to 
beignored. The attack upon Shechita, to which warning reference has been 
made more than once in this column, will probably be the first set engage- 
ment in which the community will have to prove its mettle or go under. 
The sentiment against Jews is growing in this country, and is being fanned by 
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foreign publications, notably those in France and in Germany. The President 
of the Board of Deputies, at its last meeting, referred to the suppression of the 
Burton book. Whether the action taken in regard to this esoteric publication 
was wise or unwise need not here be questioned. But Houston Chamberlain's 
book has been translated into English: an anti-Semitic article found its way 
& month or so ago into the pages of the Vinefeenth Century, and both of 
these, and more like unto them, have remained unchallenged. This and similar 
literature is calculated to do much more to poison the minds of our fellow- 
citizens against us than was Burton's book. To enumerate the indications of 
anti-Jewish feeling that are appearing in the public Dress nowadays as a 
common incident, would be to draw a lengthy catalogue. Clearly the keen 
March winds of chilling anti-Semitism are before us. To rely upon the 
Board of Deputies as it is now to form for us a shield and buckler in our 
time of stress and trouble would be to lean upon a broken reed. Something 
must be done, or we shall be undone. Will Jewry awake ? 
>. 


Is it impossible in view of the seriousness of the present state of affairs, 
in view of the critical times which we are approaching, in view of the signs 
upon the wall that Anglo-Jewry must sét its house in order, for there to be 
gathered together some of the heads of our community for the purpose of 
devising means for fitting the Board of Deputies to the work which it ought to 
do? The constitution of the Board, which is always sacrosanct in the mouth 
of Mr, Alexander, must go by the board if the necessities and needs of Anglo 
Jewry so require. Maybe, by some such means, the Board could be re-shaped 
re-habilitated, revived. A conference to examine the Board of Deputies and 
advise measures for its being made eflicient-would surely wake up Jewry—at 
least to the extent of getting it to think of March when in May.

That article, may I remark, was an illuminating and accurate diagnosis 
of the feelings that have been largely responsible for the attitude of the clergy 
during the last few months. I say “ largely,” for "“ Mentor,” with kind con- 
sideration, omits any reference to personal factors, which it is notorious have 
been at work. I have no intention of dilating upon them, but even in the 
hour of self-congratulation we must not be blind to one or two lessons which 
the interregnum has taught us. 

Humility is not a failing of the average Jew, and an occasional lesson in 
that important, if somewhat humdrum virtue, does him no harm. No one 
was more insistent than myself as to the right of the provinces to have a 
voice in the recent important events, but something more was required from 
certain provincial delegates than a“ voice.” We asked for a definite and 
clear policy, not big words followed by inaction or sulky silence, vor ef 
preterea nihil. London had at least a definite course of action, and if some 
communities and their representatives know now their right place, one lesson 
will not have been thrown away. 

“Mentor ” was content to give a masterly diagnosis of the humiliating 


attitude which our clergy has had to adopt for the last sixty years. Asa

market, and as a fourth at a quiet rubber, they have more than justified 
their existence. Those evil days, we profoundly hope, are past, and a due 
recognition of the social position of our spiritual guides will no longer be 
withheld. On this hope we may confidently rely, but “A Mere Minister” 
rushes in where “ Mentor” fears to tread. He has his panacea cut and 
dried. From the Scylla of no Rabbis, we pass into the Charybdis of all 
Rabbis. I have always advocated that every encouragement should be given 
to our Ministers to proceed to the Rabbinical diploma, but your correspondent 
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would cheapen that title to an inconceivable degree, and we would merely have 
the old evils in an aggravated form. “A Mere Minister "’ shows his hand too 
clumsily. His scheme would benefit the Metropolitan clergy alone ; their pro- 
vincial colleagues would have little or no opportunity of attending a “ Beth 
Din.” His advice that the Chazonim must be kept in their place shows 
that he has learnt nothing from recent events, and, while the policy of a dead 
level must disappear once and for all, such condescending expressions on the 
part of “A Mere Minister,”’ who is not yet a Rabbi save in his own imagina- 
tion, can only retard the wished-for consummation. 

It is the old story: “overdoing it." The Ministers’ Conference nearly 
came to grief. because its leaders, instead of endeavouring to reduce it to a 
businesslike organisation, imagined they were ina position of a l’apal conclave 
and could enforce their terms on the community. 

Nothing is to be gained by precipitate haste. Sero sed serio must be 
their motto, and if they ask for too much at once they will get nothing. Why 
not make a start with the Induction ceremony? The Induction of the Chief 
Rabbi is an occasion on which the community can show some recognition of 
their clergy. \Would it not be fitting and appropriate that a senior London 
and a provincial Minister take some part, however small, in this service? Many 
wwust remember the undignified spectacle presented at the last installation, of 
the Ministers hurried from pillar to post by officious jacks-in-oflice, and at 
last jammed like herrings on the Almemimar. Are we to have a repetition of 
such a scene, and would it not be a happy augury of the new révime, if we 
showed that we have at last learned to treat our clergy with becoming respect 
and not as outsiders at a ceremony in which they are primarily interested.

At any rate, if twenty years of communal work and an intimate knowledge 
of provincial Jewry are reasonable qualifications for expressiog an opinion, I make 
bold to say—even at the risk of being classed as a prophet—that we are steadily 
arriving at the parting of the ways.

The Board of Deputies, for a long time the premier organization in Anglo-Jewry, 
stands discredited because it has been completely igaored by an important 
Government department. And why this regrettable state of affairs? Because of 
the crass stupidity of some hide-bound individuals who will persist in shatting 
their eyes to stubborn facts. To give an example, in April, 1908, Manchester 
Jewry obtained from the Government valuable pledges re the Alien Act, and in 
July of the same year I made my maiden speech at the Board of Deputies 
in @ successful effort to resist a vote of censure on Manchester Jews for 
venturing to succeed where the Board had failed, while in November of the same 
ear I had to protest again successfully against an attempt on the part of the 
rd to take credit unto itself for the work it had condemned. Again in 1911, 
Manchester rendered valuable services in connection with the Shops Bill, bot its 
work was not even so much as acknowledged. Well, apparently, in 1913 Man- 
chester acted independently. As usual, it got what it wanted, but the Board of

PROTEST BY THE CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 


INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Conjoint Committee, under date of January 11th, addressed to Sir 
iward Grey a letter signed by Mr. D. |.. Alexander, K.C., as President of 
ne Board of Deputies, and Mr. Claude Montefiore as President of the Anglo- 
-ewWish Association, on the subject of the treatment of her Jewish subjects by the 
Omanian Government. The letter declares that the Conjoint Committee “ bave 
‘arnt with mueh concern tbat a proposal is on foot, in connection with the peace 
oegotiations now in progress in London, to enlarge the frontiers of the Kiogdom of 
Rumania, and that this proposal will be submitted to the Great Powers through 
‘he London Conference of Ambassadors.” 
The letter then proceeds to state :— 
We are instructed to ask that His Majesty's Government will refuse their sanction 
‘o this or any similar proposal. We do so on the grounds (1) that Rumania, being in 
default in regard to the conditions imposed upon her by the Treaty of Berlin for the 
recognition of her independence, is not entitled to any such consideration at the hands 
‘t the Great Powers, and (2) that any territorial aggransisement of that country would 
have the und sirable effect of enlarging pro fanto the area within which its Government 
practises a policy of religious discrimiwation and intolerance in defiance of the Treaty of 
Hertin and in violation of the solemn pledges given to the signatories of that instrument 
in iss 
_ _ After detailing the infractions of the Treaty of Berlin by Rumanis, which 
during the last thirty years . . . have formed the subject of many appeals to 
Hi M. Government and the Guvernments of the other Powers signatory of the 
Treaty,” and calling to mind a Memorandum addressed to the Foreign Secretary 
on the subject in 1908, a statement banded to Lord I.ansdowne by Lord Rothschild 
in 1901, and a despatch from the British Minister at Bucharest in 1900, “ which, 
while surveying both sides of the question in an eminentiy jadicial spirit, confirmed 
entirely the view held by the Jewish communities in regard both to the violation 
of the Treaty of Berlin and the deplorable effects it has produced in the condition of 
the native Jews,” the letter concludes :— 
Hitherto, European diplomacy has been powerless to abate this scandal, althongh its 
Unlawfuiness and its cruelty have been abundantly acknowledged. In 1873 Lord 


Granville proposed an intervention of the Powers, wh'ch was only defeated by the non- 
adhesion of Kuasia, and in 1902, in conseqnence of a strong protest of the United States 
Government, Lord Lansdowne made a simi ar proposal, but was alxo anable to secure 
unanimity. Bat if the scandal cannot be abated we venture to submit that it shonld 
not be condoned or extended. This would unqnestionably be the effect of the 
acquiescence of the (ireat Powers in he present acheme for enlarging the frontiers of 
Rumania. We feel confident thet His M-«jesty's Government, who have not been slow 
in the past to express their sense of the had faith and inhomanity of Rumania and their 
sympathy with the oppressed Jews of that country, will refuse to countenance any snch 
acheme, unless and nntil they receive satisfactory guarantees from the Cabinet of 
sucharest for the fulfilment of their obligations under Article XLI\. of the Treaty of 
Berlin. 
The following reply was received by the Committee :-— 


Foreign Office, 
January 17th, 1915. 

SIR,— With reference to your letter of January 1ltb, deprecating the extension 
of Rumanian territory in view of the failure of Ramania to observe the Treaty 
of Berlin in the matter of the treatment of Jews in Rumania, I am directed by 
Secretary Sir E. Grey to state that it is uncertain whether any question connected 
with Ramania will come before the Great Powere for eanction, and that though 
the grievances of the Jewa will be borne in mind, the present moment, when the 
(;reat Powers are 8° fully occupied with the war and its complications, ia hardly 
one when the question can be raised by His Majesty’s Government with any 
prospect of success.

To this letter a reply, dated 6ch uilt., was sent by the Foreign Secretary in the

I am to express to you Sir E. Grey’s thanks for this commnunication, and to 
repeat the assurance conveyed to you in the letter from this office of the 17th 
nitimo that this question will be bornve in mind. 

With reference to the observation contained ino the last sentence of your letter, 
I am to point out that the contention pat forward by France in 1594, and not con- 
tested by the other Powers, with reference to the Congo I'ree State, that a State 
which owes its existence and its frontiers to an international compact cannot alter 
thoee frontiers without the sanction of the signatory Powers, was not intended to 
apply to all such States, but only to these which are also neutral, the words used

RUMANIAN JEWS. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—TBHURSDAY. 

Sir PHILIP MAGNUS (London University) asked the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether, in the arrangement t> ba made for the rectification of the 
boundaries between Rumania and Balgaria, and the consequent proposed transfer 
of certain portions of Bulgarian territory, he will use his beat endeavours to secure 
to the people of every religious denomination now living under the Bulgarian 
constitution and residing on the territory to be transferred equal rights with other 
Rumanian subjects, and the same liberty to practise their own religious observances 
as they now epjoy ; and whether, in connection with the proposed settlement of 
the differences between the two States, he will draw theattention of the Khumanian 
Government to their obligations under the Treaty of Berlin to respect the religious 
convictions of all classes of their subjects. 

Sir EDWARD GREY, in a written reply, said: The Rumanian and /sulgarian 
Governments have agreed to refer the questions at issue between them to the 
mediation of the Powers, and it is a matter of general satisfaction tbat this bas in 
principle been agreed to. But while the matter is still pending I cannot make 
statements about possible transfers of territory or conditions to be attached 
thereto without risk of disturbing the prospects of a peaceful settlement though 


the principles advocated in the hon. member's question are such as will command 
general sympathy.

Jewish Services.—The Tsar's Manifesto.—Deputation at the Palace.

of the Romancff tercentenary, and prayers specially composed for the event wer: 
offered up. 

THE TSAR’S MANIFESTO.—WHAT THE JEWS OBTAINED. 


There is hardly anything in the Tear’s Manifesto which singles out Jews fron 
His Majesty's other subjects, and all the more or less prominent features affectin, 
our coreligionists have been foreshadowed in this colamn daring the past fe: 
weeks. The most significant fact in theory, if not in practice, is the passay. 
in the Manifesto [| announced on 3lst January, stating that the new 
Orphan Asylums will bs open to all resijenta of the villages, “ withon 
distinction of creed.” The fines and punishment to which those wh: 
failed to appear before the recruiting commissions until the issue of th 
Manifesto are liable will be rescinded, but those recruits have to present them 
selves to such commissions not later than the 2ist February, 1914. Th 
authority of the high schoole are accorded the right to re-instate exclude 
students, provided the latter are not accused of organising disturbances, an 
many students and other offenders undergoing periods of exile in distant pr: 
vinces on account of their political activity, will bave part of their terms 
exile rescinded. It will be observed that the authorities will have to us 
their discretion as to which students should be allowed to return to the bi! 
echools, but they are under no obligation to re-instate them, a matter which wi! 
render the cases of Jews hopeless in the places controlled by anti-Semitic officials 
All administrative fines (which include Press fines) not yet collected are repealed 
Various persons, generally termed criminal offenders, but in the case of Jews al 
including semi-political offenders (¢.7., domicile cases), will have their term o' 
imprisonment reduced by a third. lf inally, those Russian subjects, who resid: 
abroad without the Government's permission, and who bave committed the crim. 
of naturalising themselves abroad until the issue of the Manifesto, will be able ¢. 
return to Russia, with the understanding tbat for a period of two years they wi! 
be submitted to the most obnoxious conditions, known in Ruesia as the state o' 
being “ under the observation of the police.” 

The above-mentioned points are those from which Jews are likely to bene! : 
to some degree, though it is hard to imagine that many will venture to return t 
Russia under those conditions, or that fair treatment will be meted out to our 
coreligionists where the passages of the Manifesto are more or lees obscure, an: 
will have to be interpreted by anti-Semitic officials. It must also be observe: 
that many Jew-baiters will aleo benefit from this amnesty- Manifesto. 


WHAT THE JEWS STILL EXIECT. 


From the highest authoritative sources it is learnt, however, that, besides the 
Imperial Manifesto, a special circnlar is being prepared by the Premier an’ 
Minister of the Interior in harmony with the recommendations of the Baligin 
Commission, which I announced some time ago. The circular, whilst not alteri: 
any of the anti-Jewish domicile laws or safeguarding against new measures,’w: | 
accord to all Jews who are now “settled” outside the Vale the right to réma, 
there for the present beyond all dispute. The circular will be submitted for th: 
Tsar’s approval. It is felt that only an Imperial act of that type could inspire 
the Governors with the necessity to obey orders literally, for, as I have already 
stated, it bas been found that the provincial administration, relying on anti- 
Semitic protection, ignored the recent Ministerial orders cancelling expulsions 
(threatening about 3,000 families in the Southern provinces alone) from the villages 
and advising the postponement of the exile of Jews generally until the spring, 
in view of the severity of the winter. 

It is stated, however, that a scheme for wider concessions to Jews, drawn 
up by the former deputy, M. Niselovitch, has been rejected by the Cabinet. Aleo, 
characteristically of Rugsia, the domicile circular now planned has been preceded 
by energetic expulsions of Jews from St. Petersburg, in connection with the 
clearing of the capital of “ undesirables” on the occasion of the festivities. 


THE JEWISH DEPUTATION. 


The Jewish delegates, representing our coreligionists at the festivities, were 
received by the Tsar at the Winter Palace. At the eleventh bour the number of 
delegates in the deputations from many provincial centres was curtailed, and 
mostly Rabbis alone were allowed to proceed to the capital. The delegation con. 
sisted of Crown Rabbi Dr. Eisenstadt, Advocate Sliosberg and M. Warshavsky, 
from St. Petersburg; Crown Rabbi Maze and State Councillor Poliakoff, from 
Moscow : Rabbis Zirelson, Dichno, and Aaronson, from Kishineff, (dessa, and 
Kieff, respectively; Crown Rabbis Rubinstein, Goldberg, and Schneyerson, from 
Wilna, Rostov (on the Don), and Tchernigoff, respectively ; and MM. Sirkin and 
Tavrotzki, from Minsk and Ekaterinoslav, respectively. 


AT THE PALACE.—INTERESTING PROCEDURE, 


The Jewish delegates were introduced to their Majesties, the Tsar, the Tearitsa, 
and the Dowager Empress, by the Minister of the Interior. The Rabbis wore 
their Talisim. All the delegates kissed the hands of the Tsaritsa and the Dowager 
Empress. After the introduction, luncheon was served for the delegates. The 
latter were also presented with commemorative medals, a decoration which was 
proclaimed as a hereditary honour. 

After the luncheon, the delegates despatched a wire to the Minister of the 
Interior, in which the hope was expressed that his mission in ameliorating the 
conditions of the Christian and Jewish population of Russia would prove successful. 
The proposal to make the event an occasion for a general pro-Jewish petition had 
to be dropped. 

The St. Petersburg police had special instructions to grant all facilities to the 
Jewish delegates and not to molest them. 

I aleo gather that many Jewish authors in Russia presented copies of their 
works to the Tsar in commemoration of the festivities. 


THE JEWISH POSITION IN AUSTRALIA. 
Statistics of Mixed Marriages. 


[From our Correspondent.) 


SYDNEY. 

In view of the statements made as to the extent of mixed marriages among the 
Australian Jews (and Jewesses) owing to a mis-reading of the figures of the 190! 
Census, as stated in the “ Jewish Encyclopmdia” (vi. 612), more correctly quoted 
in Fishberg’s “ The Jews” (p. 203), the exact figures of the 1911 Census become 
of some importance. 

Bulletin No. 15 (Families) of the Census of Australia has just been issued by 
Mr. G. H. Kuibbs, C.M.G., the eminent statistician of the Commonwealth. 
Table 2 gives the “ Relative Religion of Husbands and Wives in the Common- 
wealth of Australia at the Census of 3rd April, 1911 (exclusive of Aborigines).” 
It does not deal with the States separately, but with the Commonwealth 
as a whole, the Census having been taken on an identical basis through- 
out the six States. Out of a total Jewish population of 17,287  per- 
sons, there were 3664 husbands and 3,087 wives, or 6,751 married 
Jews in all. Of these, however, 37 men and 22 women omitted to state 
the religion of their respective spouses ; and as 614 wives and 501 husbands were 
either away from home or had not arrived in Australia at the date of the census, 
out of the total of 6,751 married Jews thereare only 3,013 Jews and 2,564 Jewesees, 
or 5,577 in all, out of the 17,287 in Australia, whose marital condition can be 
analysed. But something similar was the case at the last census, and it may be 
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for convenience assumed that the missing particulars would not greatly vary the 
pr portions. 

Of these 3 O13 Jewish husbands then, 2.210 for 73 4 per cent.) bad married 
foweases. Of the 561 Jewish wives, 2 Zit) per cent 3 had married Jewa 
Thus, 10 the O74 specif d cages, 1,420 (or 796 per cent.), had married within 
the faith, and 1,157 (or 20 4 per cent.), oatside it. Unfortunately high as 204 ner 

t. of mixed marriages must bs confessed to be, it is yet very different from the 44 & 
ee cent. given in the “Jewish EE.

FATE OF THE LIBERAL EQUALITY AND FREEDOM BILLS,

r creed. 
THE PETITION AGAINST THE REGISTRATION BOOKS, 


The Ministry also dismissed the petition of the Council of Trade and Cor- 
ree to abolish the registration books for Jewish merchants on visits to 
oamercial centres outside the Pale, thus persisting in continuing the chaos 

reated by the regulations. 

The Council of Trade and Commerce, however, resolved to utilise the 

‘vourable attitude adopted by the Premier towards a deputation pleading against 
registration books, and bombard the Cabinet with pro-Jewisbh petitions until 
2€ Majority of the Ministers will agree with the Premier. 


THE EDUCATIONAL WORLD.—THE PREMIER AND A JXWISH DEIPUTATION, 


In the educational world, whilst a further move against the use of the 
‘angaages of the various nationalities in the non-Russian schools is contemplated, a 
lefinite decision was arrived at to convert the St. Petersburg Psycho-Nervological 
‘ustitute into a Government institution with a percentage norm for Jews. 

Following the refusal of the Ministry of Justice to reconsider the restrictions 
4 the legal professioa troduced during the last few years, a Jewish deputation 

ist week sought and obtaiaed an interview with the Premier. The latter was

The Retch, the official Liberal organ, bas published two documents illustrating 
the cruelty of the Russian police at Smorgon (Wilna) in selling the last contents of 
poor Jewish homes to realise the fiae of three hundred roubles imposed upon them 
for possessing in the family alleged missing recruits. 


A SCANDALOUS JUDGMENT.

DARMSTADT. 
The trial of the murderers of Wieser, the Russo-Jewish student who was 
brutally done to death in Darmstadt by German fellow-students a few months 
ago, ended in a scandalous judgment after a three days’ hearing. The public 
prosecutor, Herr Schreiber, in a speech which lasted more than two hours, 
endeavoured to convince the jary that Weiser was not murdered b:cause he was a 
Jew anda foreigaer. The public prosecutor himself asked the Court not to be toc 
severe in iis decision and to have mercy on the crimicals, whom he himself 
described as “cold-blooded and crael murderers.” Tne Court took the

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 


FIND it difficult to comment, as you request, upon the proposed * Inter- 
pational Jewish Organisation.’ ” said Mr. Zangwill to a representative 
who asked bim for bis views on the sucgested echeme, “ because the matter 
seems to be ‘wropt in mistry.’” My entire knowledge cf the alleged 
Organisation ocmes from the Press, and the Prees seems to be gagged. I 

was, of ocurse, very pleased when I first read io the JEWISH CHRONICLE that 

an -ganisation was to arise, and I 

natnorally expected active public proceedings. 

Yet my next information came from the Warsaw 

Yiddish jcurnal, //cint, in which I read an 

interview with three deputies of the new Organi- 

eation, who were already travelling round to 
distribute money to the Balkan sufferers. 

Admirable, of course, but as a trifle of this 

money came from my own pocket, I could not 

belp feeling that a more democratic procedure 
would be more calcalated to encourage a con- 
tribution in any fatare Jewieh crisis.” 

Bat-you are in favour of tbe principle of 
an International Organisation for Jews ? 


“ Assuredly, and the chaotic situation of the 
Jews is so tragic that one would welcome even 
this approach to unification, were it not that it 
might for ever block a better Organisation. It 
ig not even—so far as I can gather from the 
scraps thrown to the public—an ‘Organisation’ at all, merely a federation of seven 
independent organisations for action in @ particular crisis, at which each is to be 


repre-ent+d by two delegates. An International ‘ O-ganisation,’ even though its 
coustituents were organisations, would have to possess a -new international consti- 
tution, a new President, Secretary, and Treasurer, and a separate financial basis, 
just as ‘ The Review of Reviews’ is a separate organism from the Reviews that 
nourish it. And to draw up this conatitution and allot the voting rights to each 
constituent must be a matter of no smal! complicacy. 


How Jews Organise.’ 

“Let me give you an exsmola of tae way we Jewa ‘ organise,’” parsaed Mr.

If, as 
alleged, the Alliance has a tendency to feel iteelf a French body, rather than a 
international body, this defect might be oorrected. Or if this, and the farther 
difficulty arising from Franco-German friction, proved insuperable, the old 
machinery should be scrapped and new oreated, not centralised in any country in 
particular, so that rivalries would be impossible. 


The Key to the Problem. 


“It is the American Jewish Committee,” aaid Mr Zangwill in conclusion, “ that 
is the key to the modern solution of the problem. For here, as I said, is a Com. 
mittee on a broad democratic basis. All that is necessary, therefore, is that 
similar democratic bodies should be called into being in every country of the 
Diaspora. The Hilf verein, by ite large roll of subscribers, has already almost the 
necessary basis for Germany, bat itis not yet wide enongh, nor democratic enough. 
nor even dignified enough, for political work. Sel/sthilfsverein would be a better 
name for the body that 1s needed, for Jewry, and especially German Jewry, with 
its civil and political disabilities. is far from consisting only of two classes, 
the philanthropists and the <Sciimorrers, the latter needing everything, the 
former io a state of apirisusl ani political perfection.

indepeadent of religious belief, to citizeas of their 
respective countries,

THE STORY OF THE GIBEONITES. 


“ And the men took of their victuals, and asked not counsel at the mouth of the 
rerd. .ind Joshua made peace with them, aud made a leaque with them, to let them 
ive and the princes of the condredation sivare unto th iy it. 15. 


Of all dramatic stories that come to us out of the book of Joshua there is 
none that stands out clearer and more full of realistic touches than this story 
f the deception of the children of Gibeon. Like one of those pictures of the 
id masters who knew how to mix their colours to resist the corroding influences 
time, the incidents in this story stand out as bright and vivid almost as on 
ve day when first they were told. We see the whole course of that plot, the 
isspay and terror that seized the Gibeonites when the news of the fall of 
‘ericho and Aireached them. We see them laying their heads together to devise 
ne means by which they may escape from the threatened doom. We see the 
‘leam of light flash across their faces as the plan that they carried out comes 
nto the minds of some of them. We see them gathering all the old 
garments and wine-skins that they can discover in any rubbish-heap, and then 
sending the men forth fully primed as to the part they are to play and the 
iraima they are to act. And we see them coming there to Joshua, and we 
.tch them flattering Joshua and the princes of Israel until they have quite 
taken them off their guard. And then we see, when that brief respite of 
three days is over, the discovery, the exposure, the declaration of the real 
truth, the wrath and indignation of Israel, and the terror of those who had 
leceived them. It is not a beautiful story, but it is an instructive one. and 
everyone of its lessons comes home to us. 


The Power of Fiattery. 


In the first place, we are astonished that a man like Joshua could have 
made the mistake he did; a man who had been schooled, one would think, in 
the habit of waiting on Divine guidance ; who al] through his life, as we read 
it, was accustomed to bring his troubles, his cares, his uncertainties. 
to God, to lay everything before Him and to wait for His counsel— 
and here, at a crisis in the history of Israel, the good habit 
breaks down and he makes this sad blunder. What is the explanation 
{ this sudden lapse? What drew Joshua away from the right path that he 
had been accustomed to tread? Simply the voice of flattery. There is taught 
to us in these incidents the lesson of the peril that we incur in listening to 
honeyed words. These men of Gibeon came to the Israelites and told them 
that they were renowned, that the fare of their doings and the report of their 
prowess had reached a long way off in far-away lands. That was very pleasant 
to the Israelites to hear. It was just what they wanted to hear. They had 
come up out of the depths of the Arabian lesert, they had broken in upon a 
land of ancient civilisation, and it was pleasant to hear that they were known 
when they came there. The man who has suddenly sprung up from the 
ranks, and entered in upon those who belong to the old institutions 
of the land, likes to think that the people know who he is and respect 
his power. And so the Israelites, who were after all a new people 
who had broken in upon the ancient civilisations of Canaan out of the 
wilderness of the Desert, must have been very grateful to learn that their 
fame had spread so far and wide. It flattered their self-esteem, and they 
fell easy victims to the wiles of the adulator. Yet, as we read the story, we 
observe that the Israelites were not quite easy in their minds. They put 
more than one question to these men of Gibeon, but they were so drawn away 
by their insidious praise that they refused to suspect that they were being 
deceived. They must have argued with themselves somewhat to this effect: 
What need to take counsel of the Lord, when we have the counsel of our own 
common-sense? We have looked at these wine-skins of theirs and in truth 
they are aged and worn-out, and so are their garments. And the bread that 
they have, we have tasted it, it is dry and mouldy. We have the evidence of 
our senses, what need is there of any further information? And so Joshua 
ind his advisors were deluded by the craft of the Gibeonites, even while they 
felt the danger of it. Such is the wondrous spell that flattery can throw over 
iny of us, even the wisest. It corrupts both the receiver and the giver. 
Truly does the Roman writer describe it as “the handmaid of vices.” ‘ The 
log follows thee,”’ says the Talmud, “for the crumbs in thy pocket.” 


Falsehood and Truth. 


But the danger that lurks in listening to the glozing voice is only one of a 
number of lessons that this story teaches. We read: © And it came to pass 
at the end of three days, after they had made a league with them, that they 
heard that they were their neighbours, and that they dwelt among them.” It 
was not a long life for a lie. There are many lies that have lived longer than 
that. But, like some poor, cheap vessel, this particular deception held water 
for only three days, and then it began to leak, and the whole fraud was 
exposed. But however long a lie may last, it is never worth telling. Exposure 
must come some day. And the longer exposure is in coming the harder it is 
to sustain the deception. One has to be ceaselessly on the watch lest he be 
discovered ; continually making new devices to support and buttress up what 
is decaying and threatens to break down. But in spite of all his anxiety and 
watchfulness and care and effort, in the end the whole fabric of deception is 
certain to collapse. It is like a jerry-built house, which may !ook well to com. 
mence with, but you have not inhabited it long before you find it coming to 
pieces—here a crack, there a hole, some break and imperfection is continually 
revealing itself, and it is for ever needing repair. How different it is with 
truth! You state the truth, and you have done with it. It needs no 
watching, no buttressing. You can sleep upon it without the fear of detection. 
It isa plain and simple statement, and it does its work without any need of 
modification and distortion. The operation of the truth is one of those things 
that make us feel that there is a great moral law in this world which no one 
can break with impunity, a path of righteousness from which no one can stray 
without having to count the cost, a divine order of things with which we must 
keep in line and harmony if we are to derive any permanent satisfaction 
from life. 

Fidelity to Promises. 


One turns from the Gibeonites, with their cowardly terror of what might 
befall them, their ignoble fear of the consequences of their wrovg deed, to the 
Israelites. They had been deceived, they had plighted their word in ignor. 


ance of the real facts of the case. Now they might have pleaded that such 
a covenant was not binding on them. It had been obtained by misrepre- 
sentation, and they could not be required to respect it. The decree had gone 
forth that all the evil-working peoples dwelling in Canaan were to be swept 
away. Andif ever a nation deserved such a fate, these men of Gibeon did. 
who to all the crimes that darkened that land added that of craft and decep- 
tion. But in spite of the loud murmurings of the congregation, Joshua and 
the princes stood firm, and saved those men’s lives because of the promise 
they had given. Isracl might have won a victory over Gibeon quickly 
enough, but in the hour in which he refrained from striking a blow he won a 
grander victory over himself; he achieved a moral triumph: he realised that 
to be faithful to truth is a finer thing than to capture a city. Such times of 
crisis, when one has to choose between that which is right and that which is 
attractive, between the conquest of others and the conquest of self, occur in 
the lives of all nations and individuals. Therefore, there rings out from this 
Scriptural story the message, true for every age, that no nation is ever great 
whose greatness is not founded upon righteousness, and no success which 
men may gain is of any worth which is not rooted in moral strength. The nation 
that wins territory or Empire, the individual who gains wealth or position by 
deceit or fraud or meanness, that nation, that individual, is marked out for 
decay and destruction. 


Fate of the Gibeonites. 


But the Gibeonites escaped by their fraud. Yes, they escaped, they saved 
their lives. And so one might be tempted to argue that a little deception 
may be very necessary at times. One must live, and one cannot always live 
by telling the truth. These people saved their lives, and that is, after all, the 
main thing. True, they saved their lives: but what kind of lives did they 
save? They lived on degraded, as mere hewers of wood and drawers of 
water to the congregation of Israel. All down the centuries this people lived 
on with the stigma attaching to their name that their fathers had been 
cowards and liars. The very children of the Israelites could point the finger 
of scorn as they saw the bent form of a Gibeonite toiling with water up the hilly 
way. These poor, broken, dispirited Gibeonites lingered on amongst their 
masters with the mark of shame imprinted on their brow. Many a time they 
must have wished they were dead, but Israel was pledged to keep them alive. 
All through the reign of David, who took severe measures to protect them 
from outrage, nay, much later, right down to post-Biblical times, when, 
according to the unanimous voice of Jewish tradition, they survived as the 
Nethinim, the perpetual menials of the Sanctuary, a servile, subject caste with 
whom by the law of the Talmud, intermarriage was prohibited, and who 
stood lower'in the social scale even than bastards—through all these ‘centuries 
they preserved a miserable, contemptible existence. Better, a thousand 
times, that they had died on the field of battle, better that they had mingled 
their blood with those other neighbouring nations who submitted to the decree 
of extermination. But no! they lived on. And that’ was their punishment.

A COLLEAGUE'S TRIBUTE. 


Rabbi Professor Dr. Hermann Gollancz, in the course of his sermon at the 
Bayswater Synagogue last Sabbath, said: In face of the municipal elections jast 
held, I cannot belp calling to mind the dangers of the party system in politics 
which obtains ip this country—the risks to the communal welfare of the “follow 
your leader” principle, the dishonesty and falsehood which so frequently attach 
to the system. Oue might easily, if so inclined, descant at length upon the 
iniquity of elections, political and otherwise, in which principles are so 
frequently subordiasted to personalities, and in which-—as the result of 
the party system, measures are not dealt with upon their merits, but 
in a spirit far from righteous and far from beneficial to the public cause. 
We Jews, especially, should beware how we deal with subjects affecting our body 
as a people, and lay to heart well the wholesome lesson go cleverly inserted in the 
words of our text, ON “they did work faithfully—with con- 
scientiouspess.” This is the lesson that should be taken to heart by every public 
worker among us, whetber he serve on educational or philanthropic or rel'gious 
boards; nothing but the real object of those institutions should twilaence his action 
while he represents their iaterests, and nothing but the purest of motives should 
sway him iu the discharge of daties connected with them. It is on thia accouat 
that we are able to rejoice, with unfeigaed pleasure, with our veteran co'league, 
who is jast celebrating the eightieth anniversary of the day of his birth. We, asa 
congregation, cffer him to-day our hearty congratulations and best wishes for the 
years that yet await him in life. Yet it is not the length of years which, by the 
grace of God, he has attained, that prompts our expression of good feeling towards 
him ; but the fact that in the work which lie bas performed, both in this place 
and beyond its walls, be bas hai that priociple to guide him in his actions 
as portrayed in the words of our text, the desire to belong to the noble band 
of those who “do their work faithfully and in all covscientiousness.” And how 
scrupulously careful should we Jews be, doubly careful, if it be our good fortune 
to attain to such public positions in which we loom large in the public eye, 
not to involve not merely our own good name, bat that of the race and religicn to 
which we belong, in the faintest suspicion of want of the purest conscientious- 
ness on our part in the fulfillment of public duty! For oar credit’s sake, such 
untoward occurrences must never occur. Oar Sages cautioned, both by precept 
and example, against the merest shadow of suspicion, against the mere appearance 
of taking undue advantage, even when it was a matter that could never have come to 
light, or in which, strictly speaking, no legal liability was involved. la the various 
duties entrusted to us as husbands and wives, as fathers and mothers, as priest or 
people, as ruler or ruled—each one has to render account of the stewardship with 
which he or she has been entrusted. When the trust shall be reclaimed at our 
bands, may our poblest record ran: O°U'W OF AION, “ they acted faithfully ; 
they did their work conscientiously.”

Important Provincial Action. 


CARDIFF. 


A large audience assembled at the Jewish Institute, Cardift, on Sanday, 
when Mr. N. 8. Burstein read a paper entitled “ The Spirit of True Religion.” 
Mr. Leo Joseph, Chairman of the Institute, presided. The Chairman éxplained 
that the main theme of Mr. Barstein’s address would desl with the pase» orts 
queation, a matter that for some unaccountable reason had not hitherto been 
thoroughly explained to the general public so that they might exercise their 
judgment as to the injustice Jewish British subjects were labourirg under, and 
thus arouse public opinion to demand of the Government a remedy of tho state of 
affairs, which was a retiection upon the fair name of this enlightened coantry.

Surely, we have enough men in 
this country in whose hearts burns the holy fire of righteous indignation! Then 
why do they not come forward and rouse religious Eagland to follow the example 
of America in the Passport Question? It must bs the people who sbould not 
allow Russia at any cost to insult any British eubject to whatever denomination 
he may belong. Let the spirit of true religion unite Christian England and the 
Jews to condemn londly this Russian ontrage on humanity, this, their high. 
handed policy and the annoying passport dispute, will eon be satisfactorily settled.

of Commons upon such a question, as he was certain the British pablic would 
accord them whole-hearted support. 

Coancillor Dr. R. J. SMITH seconded the resolution, and said he was ever a 
protagonist for liberty and freedom, and could not understand any (i »vernment of 
this country silently acquiescing in a differentiation of treatment of any eection of its 
citi zene. 

Mr. J. ABRAHAMSON supported the motion, which was unanimously carried. 

Mr. ISAAC SAMUEL, J.P.. in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer for hie 
excellent paper, and to Mr. Fraser and Dr. Smith, epoke of the importance of 
ventilating the question in the limelight of public opinion, and the immense 
influence that can be exerted by obtaining political support to use pressure in the 
right quarters. He was delighted to see the good work still being carried on by the 
Institute. 

Mr. ABRAHAM LEWIS, in seconding, said the foreign policies of British 
(;overnments in modern times were far different from the old standard, the same 
measure of courage in demanding justice and freedom for oppressed people was 
not exbibited, but he agreed that it was essential to enlist the public sympathy 
and su»pport for an adjaetment of the present grievance. 

Thanks were accorded the Chairman on the motion of Dr. SMITH, seconded 
by Mr. BARNETT JACOHS.

Deputation to Mr. Armitage, M.P. 


Mr. Robert Armitage, M P. for the Central Division of Leeds, attended at 
the Jewish Institate, Leeds, on Wednesday week to meet a Jewish deputationon the 
subject of the disabilities to which British Jews travelling in Rassia or desiring 
to visit that country are subjected by the mannerin whichthe Rassian Government 
interpret the Anglo-Rassian Treaty of Commerce and Navigation of January 12th, 
1859. The deputation included the followiog :— 

The Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A. (Hon. Secretary, Jewish Board of Guardians), the 
Rev. S. Manson (Hon. Secretary, Workpeople's Hospital Fond), Mr. A. Feldman 
(President, (ld Hebrew Congregation), Mr. Joe Cohen ‘Board of Gaardians), Me. fl. 
Camrass (President, Jewish Consumptives Aid Association), Mr. Nathan Cohen | Hon. 
l’resident, Jewish Shelter), Mr. H. Morris ‘Chairman, Jewish Institate), Mr. H M 
Simans (Hon. Secretarv, Jewieh Nataralisation Society), Mr. 8. Wolfson, Mr. A. Woolfe, 
Mr. Joseph E. Myers, Dr. S. Jacob, and Dr. J. Friend. 


The Rev. M. AtRAHAMS, B.A., in introducing the deputation, said he s) ke 
both on behalf of Jews who were nataralised British cit!zens and th se Who had been 
born British citizens. He pointed out that by the terms of the Treaty, all British 
subjects, withont distinction of race or creed, had equal rights in regard to entry, 
residence, and trade in Kassian Dominions, whereas a religious discriminatioa was 
made against the Jews. Jewa considered it a slur upon them that when they held 
a British Passport they were not allowed even to travel io Rassias, and so long as 
they remained true to their faith snoha Pasaport waiinvalid. Tasy thougat thai 
Great Britain, which was famed for its tolerance, could through its Goverament, 
bring eome inflaence to bear that wonld cause the Rassian Government to alter 
this iniquitous state of things. The question had been bronght before Sir E lward 
Grey by the Jewish Board of Deputies ani the Anoglo-Jewish Association some 
months ago, bat he then held out no hope of securing a better construction of the 
articles of the Treaty. The representatives of all shades of Jewish thought in 
Leeds desired to press the matter upon the attention of Mr. Armitage as the local 
representative in Parliament. 

Mr. JOSEPH E. MYERS said the whole question centred on the way in which 
the Russian Government interpreted the Treaty, as there was no clause specifically 
atfecting Jews as such, but it proceeded on the line of treating Jews going to 
Raesia on business in the same way as it treated its owa Jewish population. Sir 
Edward Grey had eaid he felt that to re-open the question would mean that Russia 
would abrogate the Treaty, and that this would be against the interests of the 
Jewieh community and disadvantageous to British interests. That was an 
assomption only, because England should be as capable of defending the interests 
of her citizens as Kaussia was to resent such action. This reply created an 
impression that the interests of Jewish subjects were not given the consideration 
they should receive. It was an outrage against the feelings of British-bora Jews 
that they should be differentiated from other Britizh-born subjects, and against 
the moral ethics of modern Government. The United States Government, in its 
desire to protect the interests of all its citizens—irrespective of creed—had shown 
its determination to safeguard the interests of its Jewish citizens by terminating 
the Treaty of 1859. Anglo-Jewry did not think it necessary even to go so far as 
that. It was possible to refer the interpretation of the Treaty to the Hague Peace 
Tribunal, created in 1907 for the amicable adjustment of minor Iaternational 
d fferences. 

Dr. J. Friend, Mr. H. M. Simans, Mr. Joe Cohen, and Mr. A. Feldman 
having spoken, 

Mr. ROBERT ARMITAGE, M.P., in the course of his reply, said he had 
carefully read the very complete aud explicit Memorandum which was submitted 
to the Foreign Office by the Conjoint Committee on bshalf of British Jews. The 
pint at issue appeared to bave been dealt with when Earl Granville was Foreiga 
Secretary, bat in the light of fresh facts and new information he thought that the 
opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown might be taken to see what c suld be done 
to mend matters under the Treaty. They were dealing with an extremely ticklish 
position, but he thought a good case had been made for the Foreign Office to take 
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‘he matter up vigorously, and he would do all in his power to forward the views 


set forth in the Memorandum. 

it plying to a vote of thanks moved by the Rev. M. ANRAHAMWS, B.A... Mr. 
\RMITAGE expressed the satisfaction he felt at receiving the deputation, and said 
ve was greatly impressed by the arguments brongbt forward, and certainly felt 
ofluenced by the weighty and representative constitution of the deputation, the 
sersonnel of which, to his mind, typified the best opinion of all phases of the local 
lewish community.

They should desire to raice the status of Jewry, not look for 
some return for their subscription. Manchester, in proportion to its population, 
formed, perhaps, the weakest section in organising the movement. She was afraid 
tbat Zion Hall would, owing to circumstanves, shortly have to be closed, but if so, 
the Daughters of Zion Society would continue to exist at another centre. They 
hoped to be able to save something in rent in future so that it might then be 
possible to give their funds to the Jewish Women's League, the National Fund, the 
Bezalel School, and other necessary and deserving organisations that ought to be 
supported. She concluded by urging members to try and sell 400 Shekolim, and 
thus show the strength of their loyalty and enthusiasm.

It 
might b3 advantageous to convene public meetings to poiat ont such wrongs with a 
view to remedying a state of affairs that must be injurious to Judaism.

We are the town, and we will 
have the town Kabbi, Rabbi Astrinsky, and he will be raler here.” Mr. Miller 
interrupted and asked what would be done without Mr. l'eldman’s generosity in 
supplying clothing for poor children. ‘1 and my fellow working men,” answered 
Mr. Simon, “ will show the ‘ silk hats’ that we can provide suits aud boots for the 
children withont the * pompas,’ and we won't ask them for any help atall.” This 
attitude has naturally led to strained relationships, with the resalt that the 
Executive of the Board of Guardians and the members of the Beth Din have with- 

drawn from the Talmud Torah, where they have hitherto held their meetings.

Sin,—Kindly allow me a little space in your valuable paper to engage your 


readers on the very important matter of the religious teaching of our children in 
what we call the South Side. 

lor a Jewish population of about |} 000 we have six synagogues, and to our 
sbame aud sorrow education has been quite neglected. There are plenty of syna- 
gogues, bat pone with accommodation for schools. There are at least | 000 
children whose Hebrew and religious education is neglected for the want of suitable 
premises in which to conduct the work. 

We have a Taimad Torah with 40) children, and we were fortunate in getting 
a school granted by the School board for £25 per annum. Bat the accommodation 
we getis limited and causes overcrowding. Again, thig acc :imodation is only 
given as for four afternoons per week and for the principal days (Satarday and 
Sanday), we bave to divide the Classes and use the vestry rooms of the various 

ynagogues, where there is only room for thirty to forty. We have to pack in as 
many as one buodred in charge of three teachers. We are farther handicapped 
vito the Board School, for this is sometimes required for other parposes and we 
are shut out of it altogether for eight or nine weeks oa end at the summer holidays 
a8 also two weeks at New YJ ear. 

Some may say: why not rent a suitable hall? This we cannot do, for every 
ball in the district is occapied with picture shows, ete., and no proprietor would 
rent us @ tenement building to be used as a school. For example, with great 
litficulty a private school of eighty children secured a garret in a lane, where they 
are_packed, tbe ceiliog being ao low as to render the place quite saffocating and 
unhealthy. Huadreds of children do not get any Hebrew edacation and religions 
training for lack of accommodation. Bat sarely with a population of seven 
thousand Jews in Glasgow, it is our duty to provide proper accommodation for our 
hildren and provide them with a good sound Jewish teaching. Especially is this 
‘0 now that we have the opportunity. 

There is for sale at the present timea public school in the Jewish quarter of the 
ity with proper accommodation for one thousand children, with everything ready 
for use, and the price asked is very reasonable. With a little addition to the staff of 
teachers which the Hebrew Schools at present provide, we could have a day class 
from 9 to 4 for two hundred children (elementary), from 5 to 8 for Hebrew and 
religion classes for five handred pupils attending the various day schools, and from 
> to 10 for adultes from fourteen upwards who are out at work during the day. We 
would also have plenty accommodation to sub-let some rooms to different Jewish 
institutions. This would enable ua to realise some income towards rent. If 
our communal workers come to a determination, with the aid of the clergy, to 
get @ proper school for Hebrew and religious teaching, I feel sare that the Jewish 
commubity would assist financially. 

The school referred to above is Hatchison’s Girls’ School, Elgin Street, 5.8. 


On Wednesday week, the ninth annua! ball under the auspices of the 
Aberdare.

Daring the evening Miss Marion A. Barrie sang, and Miss Gertrude Ham- 
burg, of Cardiff, rendered a pianoforte solo. As the congregation is very smal! in 
number, and as fands are still required for the purpose of liquidating the mortgage 
on the #\nagogue, the committee will be glad to receive donations. Mr. Henry 
Cohen, 17, Lewis Street, Aberaman, Aberdare, is the treasurer. 


ome The annual meeting of the Jewish Young Men’s Association will 
Birmingham, be held next Sunday, at the Imperial Hotel, when a number of 
important motions will be proposed and discussed.

THE PEACE OF CORK. 
Mr. Sayers’ Errors of Statement. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Prof. MARUUs HARTOG, M.A., D.Sc., 
Colieze. 

Sig,—The congregation sixteen yeara ago elected four representatives, not 
trastees to negotiate the purchase of the premises. When matters were ripe for 
the purchase, the Rev. Me. Myera had left Cork, and three trustees were appointed 
by the congregation to take over the premises under the actual deed of tranefer. 
This deed recapitalated the terms of the agreement to purchase, thus clearly 
detiniog the ownership under the deed’as a trnst for the congregation, and not a 
“ private ownership.” The Recorder of Cork had no hand in the appoiatment of 
the trustees. Possession was only given in May 1901, not qaite twelve years ago 
(Mr. Sayers speaks of fourteen). In May 27ch, 1903, the bank called in the over- 
draft granted to complete the purchase ia 1/01, wherenpon the late Lord Swaythling 
took the debt of £266 53. 21. (n0i £250) on his own shoulders, without calling on 
bis fellow guarantors (the list of whom as given by Sayers is incomplete). 
This he did on the security of the title deeds, which are held as equitable security 
for him and his heira by the solicitora to the trustees, Messrs. Wynne and Wynne, 
Tbe rents have only been collected for less thanthirteen years. Taey fall short of 
the amount stated by Mc. Sayers, and have been subject to calls for necessary 
repairs, heavy insarance, and the provision of school furniture, required by the 
Board of National Education as a condition of the continuance of the recoguition of 
the schools, which have yearly obtained the high commendation of the Inspectors 
under the Board. There are many other inaccuracies in Mr. .|. Savers’s account 
of the transactions and conditions of the trust and the congregation, the last to. 
be cited being the assertion that there is a balance “due to the bank.”

Some Final Indications.

S1R,—Mr. Sayers is again on the war path 1n his strenuous efforts for the peace 
of Cork. This time he uses all the streugth of his arsenal in promu'gating 
unfounded charges. I do not intend to answer Mr. Sayers at length as it would 
fill many columns of your valuable journal if | were to reply im detail to all his 
statements: JBesides, I do not think that the history of the Cork Jewish political 
warfare can have the same absorbing iuterest for outsiders as it bas for Mr. 
Sayers. We herein Cork know our congregational troubles so well that we can 
afford to treat his rambling statemeate with a smile. but when he proceeds to 
level criminal charges against respectable members of the community 16 is time he 
was brought to task. A few samples of mis-statements will su'lice to show the 
impartial reader how this champion of justice and fair play deals with facts. He 
wants to make the public believe that for fourteen years the Trustees collected a 
sum of £27 10a. yearly to pay off a debt of £250, and that the debtisstill aopaid. Asa 
matter of fact, the Trustees did not take possession of the premises until May, 101, 
and until May, 1908, the rents collected did not exceed £22 perannum. ile makes 
no mention of £3 13a. 6d. paid out yearly for fire insaraucs and the cost of repairs 
and upkeep of two dilapidated old houses. His version about the apporntmeat of 
Trustees is also absolately iacorrect. Prof. Hartog, the Rev. Mr. Myers, and 
Messrs. Criger and Sayers were never appointed Trustees. They were merely 
parties to the proposal to purchase. in speakiog of previons le gal proce ‘dings Mr. 
Sayers touches very lightly on tre point of the Reoorder’s decision. The order 
made by him was only agaiust Messrs. Criger aud G. Sayers, as the Kev. Mr, 
Myers had already left Cork and Prof. Hartog wouid not allow his name to be 
associated with the title deeds. Mc. Sayers’ representation of the facts will not 
preveat others from inferring that the Recorder had undisputadle reasons for 
deciding against Messrs Criger and Sayers, and this decision was subsequently 
affirmed on appeal. The statement of Mr. Sayers that there has been no peace in 


Cork since the Trustees were appointed, and that :nembers have been driven away 
by them is evidently based on the fact that one the Trustees, who held the 
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office of Martiage Secretary, refused to accept a marriage notice which contained | 


incorrect particulars. I am not aware of any other incidents which would justify 
the assertion that the Trustees were responsible for the going and coming of 
members of one congregation to the other. Ifa member leaves one congregation 
because he is disappointed in getting office, and moves over to the other 
congregation because hia prospects of getting office are brighter there, surely 
the Trustees cannot be blamed for it. Mr. Sayers “faithfally avers there 


is one, and only one. gentleman in Cork who is and always was against peace in | 
Why, I ask, in the name of common sense, should thia solitary | 


the community.” 
ndividual be of such grave concern to him, if Mr. Savers has the force of opinion 
of every other member of the community at his back? I require no answer to the 
question. 

Them >ral and ficancial support which I and the members of my family have 
given to the Cork Congregation for the past twenty-nine years is well known to 
every member of the Jewish community here, and the sneering remarks of Mr. 
Sayers cannot do meany injury. My subscription to the purchase of the premises 
was £20. NKeference has been made by him to the Trustees and a declaration 
which I refused to siga on the advice of the Solicitor acting for the Trustees. I 


only regret that my fellow-trustees did not adopt the same policy, as much of our | 


present troub'es would bave been averted. My position as Trustee bas now 
become distastef!| to Mr. Sayers and his followers, and he now threatens me with 
law proceadings for the purpose of removing my name from the Trust Deeds. It 
remains to be seen how many of the guineas subscribed by the generous public 
towards the Building Fand will be required to be used up in law expenses to 
accomplish his purpse. I shall take no notice of any further correspondence 
coming Mr. Sayera. 

(We deeply regret to find that the letter we published last week from Mr. Sayers 
contained statements which in cortain quarters have been construed into 
personal allegations against |’rofessor Marcus Hartog and his colleagues. We 
feel sure that nothing of the sort was intended by our correspondent, whose 
words upon the face of them did not bear any such possible construction. 
None the less, we are sorry that such statements were published by us, 
although no one, we imagine, could have been so absurd as to attach any 
sinister meaning as affecting any of the gentlemen referred to, to our corres- 
pondent’s allegations. Further correspondance on this interesting, if not 
ingpiripg, topic is not desired.—EDITOR.

Stn,— When in your leader of February 28th you stated, ‘‘ Not only did the 
epntation keep the Board in ignorance,” an opportunity presented itself to dis 
prove this charge. But being perfectly content, I resolved to leave well alone and 
not pursue the matter any further, but when in this week's report of the proceed 
ings of the Board of Deputies, the l’resident, taking conrage from this charge, 
‘tates: “It was a discourtesy not to bave informed the Board of the inten. 
tion of forming a deputation (hear, bear),” I must be allowed, Sir, 
o behalf of the Organisation and deputation attacked, who piloted 
this business to success, who will not and are not called upon to defend 
their actions, to protest etropgly agaimst such a charge. Allow me, Sir, to 
tate facts. Here ig a lopg-standing Jewish grievance taken up by a non-Jewish 
rganisation, a deputation appointed, its labours unostentationsly carried on for 
months, part of its work reported in the Manchester papers shortly after (where 
ne would expect such information to reach the lsoard of Deputies or anyone, for 
that matter. if on thealert)—all this, Sir, without the customary fuss and trampet- 
blowing. What was secured would quite as unostentationsiy bave come into 
force but for the President's speech reported in your issue of the lith February. 
Now, Sir, I would like to know on what grounds the Board charge this organisa. 
tion (non-Jewish) with keeping them ignorant of their intentions of forming a 


leputation. (1) On what grounds ehould the organisation have considered tbe 
iicard of Deputies’? (2) Does the Beard suggest permission should bave been 
obtained? (3) Does the Board expect a non-Jewish body to report ite deliberations 


to tbe Board of Deputies? (4) Whose duty is it to obtain or give information ? 

Now, Sir, where is the discourtesry levelled by the Board’ Is it by the 
\eece ation or deputation to the Board or by the Board to the Avgsociation or 
depntation 

This is Jewish gratitude to a Christian body for taking up Jewish affairs. . One 
can plainly cee that the wounded pride of the President permeated the meeting 
and that feelings of chagria overcame feelings of gratiituie. Judging by the dis- 
\ppointment evinced by the Board, one is nearly forced to believe that, although 
this question was fought for the benetit and relief it would bring to applicants for 
natoralisation, and not for the honour and gicry of leaders of the commupity, 
the reverse is nearer the state of affairs. Whilst silent gratitude is being shown 
oy scores of applications, leaders are showing their annoyance—at whom ’ —an 
rganisation other than their own—and for what’?—"for succeeding”! When 
\ir. Straus suggested to the President “ yon seem sorry and distressed that you have 

ow got what you desire,” and when Mr. Garson commented “if charges of dis- 
courtesy were levelled it ought to be levelled at the Board,” the uncomfortable 
‘tuation at the meeting is easily perceived. 

If any of our non-Jewish frievds read the report and speech of the PresiJent, 
| trust they will not take the feelings of the loard as representing the whole 
‘ommunity, otherwise I should say they will resolve to be a long time before they 
take up Jewish matters again. 


Another Point of View.

S1R,—I have followed with interest your reports and correspondence regarding 
the reduction of naturalisatton fees. | am compelled to join issue with Dr. 
Dulberg and Mr. Herbert Natban, both members of the North-West Manchester 
Liberal Aegsociation, in giving that Organisation all the credit for obtaining the 
reduction, in spite of the many efforts made by the Board of Deputies in the same 
cause.

Sir Jobn Randles, on entering his election campaign, made statements as to his 
convictions on Jewish «nestionus and also promised to bring Jewish questions before 
Parliament. Sir John Randles was elected, and had bardly wiped his feet on the 
door-mat of the House of Commons when he put questions to the Government on 
the Passport question and the reduction of fees for naturalization. The prompt- 
ness of Sir John Randles in keeping to his obligations stirred the Liberals in North- 
West Manchester to the quick. They advised the Liberal Government that some- 
thing must be done. Hence this so-called concession. My contention, as you will 
see, is proved up to the hilt. pac 

_ Votes alone moved the Government. Personally I fail to see anything to 
rejoice over this concession. It is nothing more nor lees than a miserable bribe to 
the Jewish electors of Manchester. We cannot, however, close our eyes to the 
fact that the Board of Deputies is the representative body of British Jews. Their 
_ &pplications to the Government have been treated with polite contempt. There is 
an abundance of food for reflection here.

bint, and gave a jadgment which is unique in the annala of German legal 


history. The five men who murdered Weiser in cold blocd, and only 
because he was a foreign Jew, were sentenced to terms of imprison. 
ment ranging from three weeks to fifteen months, and there is reason to 


believe that the Court itself will ask the Grand Dake of Ileese to reduce even these 
terms of imprisonment toa minimum. We must go back to medi. val times, when 
a Jew bad no legal protection and was at the mercy of everybody, to find a )arallel 
jadgment on criminals who wilfully murdered a Jew. Instead of trying the 
criminals for wilfal murder or at least manslaughter, they were only accused of 
committing bodily injary, beciuse the five criminals belonged toa patriotic and 
real German students’ corporation. It must be pointed ont that the German law 
provides even ina case of manslaughter, a term of penal servitude, with loss of 
honour, for at least ten years. According to German law, a man is charged with 
wilfal murder if his victim dies within five days of the attack, but Wieser died on 
the way to the hospital. Nevertheless his as:ailants, as stated above, were not 
accused either of wilful murder of manslaughter It is very strange that Liberal 
organs like the F'ran/:furter Zeitung or the Berliner Tavjeblatt, which always 
comment on sensational judgments, should abstain from commeot in this case. 
Will the German Jews understand the lesson ”? 


CONFERENCE OF RUSSO. JEWISH STUDENTS AT CARLSRUHE. 


[From a Correspondent. ] 


CARLSRU HE. 

The Conference of Rasso-Jewish students at German universities which was 
proposed to be held at Leipsic, met in Carleruhe last week. The proceedings 
lasted three days. Representatives were present from nearly every academic 
centre in Germany. The great (;erman liberal “ dailies,” such as the fran /urler 
Zeitung, Vossische Zeitun;, and Berliner Tageblatt, aa well aa a great many Kaasian, 
Jewieh, and Hebrew papers, were represented by special correspondents. U nfor 
tunately the proceedings took a very unedifying course. A great part of the 
time was wasted in discussions on “principle,” Zionism, nationalism, assimila 
tion, and so on. A discussion on the question whether members of the Conference 
should be allowed to speak Yiddish or not. lasted several hours. The greater 
pumber of the delegates, 17 Jews and 9 non-Jews, took the opportanity to 
acknowledge their Russian patriotism and their love for Russia, and thought it 
appropriate to pour abuse on Zionism. A proposal to send a congratulatory tele 
gram to a society of liberal students in liassia was rejected on the ground that the 
Zionitet members of the Conference would also ask that a congratuiatory telegram 
be sent to the Hebrew Gymnasium in Jaifsa. The Conference clearly showed the 
terrible extent to which the Kaussian edacational and slavonic surroundings in 
which these young men were brought dp bave a demoralising ini\aence on Jewa. 
Many epeakers at the Conference even went so far as to maiotain that the 
persecutions of Germans were not dir‘ cted against the Jews bat against the Kuassiang 
and that the whole movement against the Russo-Jewish students im Germany is 
not anti-Semitic but political. It was stated at the Conference that the Russo 
Jewish students formed ten per cent. of the whole attendance at technical high 
schools, and three per cent. t> seven per cent. at the universities In Germany. 
The economic position of the greater part of these students is not very tlourishiog. 
It was also stated that these students ai German universities have their own local 
organisations and inatitutions, such as libraries, reading halls, and so forth. 
Nearly every speaker declared that the intlux of Rasso-.Jewish students in 
Germany was rot the outcome of any predeliction for Germany, but of the “ excep- 
tional Jaws * which prevail in Raszia against the Jews and the education of Jews. 
As the moral position of these students is becoming worse from day to day, it was 
decided to get into touch with all university authorities and to supply them with 
informaticn concerning the life and work of Rasso-Jewish students. A resolution 
was finally carried asking the German colleagues to maintain relations of comrade. 
ship with those who bave not the opportanity of ttadying in their own country” 
becanee of the auti-Semitic policy of the Government. The Rnuesian students at 
German universities have béen invited to organise themselves in order to be able 
to represent their own interests. 


THE BOYCOTT IN POLAND. 
Dr. Max Nordau’s Advice to Jews. 
[From our Correspondent. 


Dr. Max Nordau has sent to a Warsaw Jewish newspaper a message on tle 
anti-Jewish boycott. He expressed his belief that in course of time the Poles will 
feel asbamed of their action. He advised the Jews to unite in the hour of need, 
and to spare no efforts ia enlightening the Poles on the true situation. 


NOTES FROM WINNIPEG. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


A lively Rabbinical controversy is at present in progress in Winnipeg. It s 
because of the fact that certain congregations favour a new Chief Rabbi, aad 
imported a new Rabbi from Pitteburg. The present Rabbi, Rabbi J. hohanc- 
vitch, an ardent Zionist and a good Rabbi, got into trouble with these individuals 
on account of his strictness in regard to kosher meat. Hence the opposition. The 
veoglt is in doubt, bat the greater number of congregations support Kabbi 
Kohanovitch. 

Winnipeg is to have one of the finest synagogues in Western (‘anada—the 
new sypagogae of the Shaare Zedek Congregation. It will cost 5,000, 
and should bs completed by next August. It was fouoded in 1888 with a member- 
ship of thirty. It has at presenta membership of 600. The new bailding will 
seat 2,000 in all. 

The new Talmud Torah building is progressing favourably. It should be 
finished by March 5th, but may be delayed slightly. The cost of the building will 
be $48,000. 

Alderman Skaleter has already made his influences felt, by having a Municipal 
election postponed from Satarday till the following Monday, so that all Jews could 
vote. 


Another correspondent writes: I’'ne Montefiore Clab, an organisation com- 
posed of Jewish young men only, has been making great progress within the last 
few months, especially since the policy of weekly intellectual “ talks” and out- 
door enterprises has been inaugurated. Unlike varions other organisations of 
this natare, almost every member isan active one. The members indulge very 
frequently in outdoor sports, Tally-ho parties, and long “snow-shoe” tramps, 
arranged for every Wednesday evening, the “outdoor night.” The Clab has 
three very cosy rooms in the centra of the city for its quarters, furnished to 
suit the most exacting taste. The Club is being financed entirely by the members. 
To ensure permanency, a “Trust Fond” has recently been inaugurated, subscribed 
to by members only. A hearty welcome is always extended to strangers, 
especially new-comers to the city, to visit and make use of the club rooms. 


King Ferdinand's Daughters Appeal to Russo-Jewish Children.

Princesses Evdokia and Nadezda, danghters of the King of Bulgaria, have 
sent the following appeal to the Russo-Jewish children, which was published in 
the children’s Hebrew journal, Haprochim :— :

many Jewish orphans whose Buigarian Jewish parents fought with the greatest self- 
sacrifice for the good of their fatherland, we request that our appeal to all Jewish 
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children be published in the Haproehim, so that every one of them, without regard to 
the amonnt of the donation, should endeavour to offer something towards the aeylnms 
which are being erected in various places in Bulgaria for the benefit of the children of 
the soldiers who have fallen in the war for the freedom of their fatherland. 


Chief Rabbi and Greek Patriarch.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Chief Rabbi has paid his first official visit to His Holiness Germanos \., 
the new bead of the Orthodox Church in the Urient. He was accompanied by tbe 
Ab Beth Din and delegates of the Consistory. Rabbi Nahoum was received with 
the eame honours as are rendered to (‘brietian religious chiefs, and was conducted 
to the Patriarch, who awaited him in the Grand Salon surrounded by the members 
of the Holy Synod.

SALONIKA. 
The Chief Rabbi waited this week on M. Belaiew, the Kussian Consul here, 
and begged bim to use bis influence with the view to the liberation of the twenty 
Jewish soldiers who are prisoners of war in Montenegro. The Consul received 
him with the utmost cordiality and promised to send by telegraph to the Genera! 
in command at Antivari the names of the twenty young men and to ask him to release 
them and send them as soon as possible to Salonika. Ths Consul’s intervention 
was crowned with success, and we expect soon to see the soldiers once more in 
our midst. 
Timour Pasba, head of the Egyptian lied Cross Society, bas paid a visit to our 
Chief Rabbi, and informed him that 50 sacks of wheat, 0 sacks of lentils and ‘\() 
sacke of rice would be sent for the bene!it of the Jewish refagees in this city. 
Moch ind'gnation has been aroused among Jews here by an anti-Semitic film 
which has been shown at the Cinéma l’athé. Ags the result of a representation 
made by the Chief Rabbi to the management, the obnoxious film has been 
withdrawn. 
The almost eimultaveous deaths of the brothers, Mordechai and Nahama 
Mallah, two of the leading members of the Jewish community, have taken place. 
The first named took a great part in the purchase of the (ommunal Rabbinical 
library avd in various charitable works, and the latter was for thirty years a 
member of the administration of the Community, and a founder of its Council. 
Jewish interests found in hima zealods defender. Both the deceased were held 
in high esteem by the non-Jewish population, anda large namber of Mohammedan 
aud Christian notabilities attended the funerals. | 


The Negotiations between Bulgaria and Rumania. 

The Chief Rabbi of Bulgaria bas presented a copy of the Memorandum 
(which was summarieed in our last issue) to the British Minister at S fia, with the 
view to its being laid before the Ambassadors’ Conference in London through the 
medium of Sir Edward Grey. He has likewise presented copies to the Ministers 
of the other great Powers, all of whom received the Memorandum very favourably, 
and promised to commnnicate it to their respective Governmenta.

The town of Tchechme, near Smyrna, has been the scene of a charge against 
the Jews of having killed a little Greek girl for ritual purposes. The }) .st-mortem 
examination showed no traces of violence havieg been done, nevertheless the 
Greeks assumed an aggressive attitude and had it not been for the energetic action 
of the administrative and police authorities, the Jewish quarter would have been 
attacked. 

The Chief Rabbi of Turkey has written to the new ‘(}-sumenical Patriarch 
here requesting him to send an Eacyclical to the Greeks at Tchechme, in order to 
reprove them for their hostility to the Jews and to advise them to abate their 
favaticism. I believe that this request has been complied with.

Jewish Publications in Russia.

The St. Petersbarg Exhibition of all published matter in Rassia in 1912 shows 
that 565 Hebrew books. of which 1,019,558 copies were printed, and 556 Yiddish 
books, of which 1.765.290 copies were printed, appeared during the year. 

In the newspaper world, of thirty-eight organs, twenty were published in 
Yiddish, eight in Hebrew, nine in Russian, and one in Polish. 


Real Russian Conference at St. Petersburg. 
[From our Correspondent. 


The patriotic Real Rassians, who have recently taken contracts out of Jewish 
hands at Wiloa and eveutaally d+franded the Government, have held a conference 
at St. Petersburg in connection with the Romanoff tercentenarv. The meetings 
were held at the residence of the Chief of the Holy Synod, M Sabier. Matro-. 
politan Viadimir was elected Honorary President, aad Senator Rimski Korsakof!, 
Chairman of the gathering. The Real Russian leaders, MMW. Parishkevitch, 
Markoff, and Balazel, played a prominent part in the proceedings, which were 
characterised by anti-Jewish speeches and by tumultuous scenes. The Rea! 
Russians did not a; pear satisfied with the fact that the oaly role ia the festivities 
allotted to them was the marching in the procession with their banners, for the 
purpose of which they obtained three thousand tickets. They complained that a 
Jewish tailor had easier access to the Tsar than they had, and they resolved to 
work for the abolition of the Duma. 

How far the cruelty of the Real Russians towards Jews reaches can be judged 
by the proposal of a Jew-baiter ia the Roslav! Municipality to enact that deceased 
Jews should not be baried, but thrown into the river. The motion was defeated. 


News from Many Quarters. 

A ramonr of an alleged abduction of a Polish priest by Jews at Miava (Plotzk 
has caused the local Jews many anxious days. The police, however, disproved 
the libel. 

The Bokbara Jews have been placed under the jurisdiction of the lassian 
law, instead of the native law. 

The Russian Ministry, having discovered many foreign Jews in the Empire 
who bad no right to live there, has ordered their expulsion. The foreign consuls, 
however, refased to send to their respective countries about a bundred of those 
Jews, asthe latter could not produce satisfactory foreign passports from their 
native countries. The Senate bas jast considered their cases, and resolved that 
the matter required special legislation. 

The income of the Warsaw Jewish community for the past year was 564,197 
roubles, and tts expenditure 564,196 roubles. The commnupity bas funded property 
to the value of 1,522,665 roubles, in addition to immovable property valaed at 
1,441,553 roubles. 

It bas transpired that officials in the Caucasus have made a practice of arresting 
innocent rich Jews with the view to obainioga ransom. A case of similar threats 
against rich Jews is reported from Siutzk ( Minsk). 

A conference of the members of the famous Eger family will shortly take 
place at Berlin, on the occasion of the 150th annivereary of the birth of the 
celebrated Rabbi Akiba E ger. The family has produced many Jewish notabilities, 
aid an attempt will now ba made to establish a union among ita varioags mem) sre. 

Mr. Dadley Myers has been addressing meetings in several parts of India in 
the interests of the Earopean Defeace Association. 

The Journal (the Sunday edition of the Calcutta Englishman) printed in its 
issue of the 16th February a very touching tribate io verse, by Miss Gladys 
Emanuel, to the late Captain Scott and his fellow heroes. 

M. Jules Beer died last week in Paris. He was father of Madame Miche! 
Epbrussi, and grandfather of Mrs. Lionel de Rothschild and Baroness Robert de 
Rotbschild. 

Privy Councillor Professor Dr. Ebrlich, of Frankfort, has been appointed a 
Member of the Roval Bavarian O-der of Maximilian. 

The Chinese G »vernment has appointed Sigaor Lazzatti, ex-Premier of Ltaly. 
official adviser on questions relating to agricaltare aod the fi aances of the Rapablic. 
He will occapy tne post withoat giving up his residsacs ia Rome. waoere the 
Chinese Government will fouad aa institate for the training, aader his direction, 
of young Chinese in methods of g »verameat.

Dr. Maxiliao 8 eiaer died at Vienna, on Sanday, the 21d inst., at the age 
of eighty. He was one of the senior m-mbars of the Excecative of the Jewish 
community and devote! considerable activity to the promotioa of eduosation, the 
inostitation of children’s services, and the relief of the poor. Dr. Steiner also gave 
special attention to the retention of the traditional lines in the synagogue services 
aod the music suag by the Cantor and the choir. He was one of the founders of 
the Vienna Asylum for the Homeless. Another losa to Jadaism is that of Baron 
Alexander Hatwaay-Deutach, a life member of the Hungarian House of Magaates, 
who died a few days earlier. He was p-oprietor of tha largest sugar factory in 
Hangary, at which 4,000 hands are employed. The Baron was an active member 
of the Jewish commaaity in Bada-Pesth and a geasrous supporter of all its 
institutions.

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JEWS’ COLLEGE AND THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


THE SYNAGOGUE SUBVENTION. 
The following letter was addressed by Sir Adolph Tuck to the members of the 


( nited Synagogue Council in view of the meeting of the Council to be held last 
evening 


To THE MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 

GENTLEMEN,—The task and the turmoil of electiog a Chief Rabbi aro 
now happily ended. We bave had a lesson—a lesson that might bave 
shaken Anglo-Jewry to its foundations. Are we goirg to profit by ita 
teacbiog’ When, at a date which we all trust may be far distant, a new 
Chief Rabbi bas again to be appointed, are we or our auccessors to pags 
through a similar period cf tribniation, with results that may finally prove 
fatal to the welfare of English Judaism 

It is for you to decide. 

It reste with you to eay whether we are going to take determined and 
effective steps to raise up in our midst a body of English Ministers among 
whom there shall be some, at least, whom you consider qualified to be placed in 
supreme control of our spiritual destinies. Your !l’resident, Lord Rothschild, 
has laid it down as an indispensable requirement—and the community bas 
subscribed to the opinion-—-that we must bave an English-speaking Chief 
Rabbi. To serve our present need, New York has stepped into the breach. 
But eurely we sbould not rely upon the United States always to provide us 
with Chief Rabbis! Ooly when we have searched at home in vain should we 
be compelled to look abroad. What, when another generation has passed, 
ehall we fod when we again search at bome ? 

That depends upon the provision we mvke for the supply and training of 
Anglo-Jewish Mivisters. In a word, it depends upon the support we give to 
our only Clerical Semivary—Jews’ College. 

Of course, it is not only a Chief Rabbi that we require from Jews’ College. 
You will not need to be reminded how vital is this institution te the 
synagogues throughout the Kingdom and the Empire, or in how peculiar 
a degree the Uaited Synagogae is indebted to it for ite supply of Miisters. 
Have you ever given more than a passing thought to the question of that 
supply? Have you ever asked vourselves what would happen to the com- 
munity if it were suddenly cut off? Have you, in the light of recent events, 
gone the length of consideriog bow it may be improved ” 

Just pat these questions before yourselves in their right focus. It may 
need some readjustment of the lens, bat, once a clear view has been obtained, 
there will be little need of farther argument on my part. For the conserva- 
tion of English Jadsism—to say nothing of ite development—our prime 
necessity is the creation of a stropg and gifted Minietry. That such a 
condition exiete to-day there are few who will now be prepared to maintain. 
Can we put our firger at the root of thie evil? 

I think we can, if we face the matter squarely and honestly. The prime 
cause of the mischief lies in the inadeqvat» financial support hitherto given to 
our Theological Traiwing Coil ge and in the ridicale which for years past it 
has been the practice of the Hooorary Officera of the United Synagogue to 
pour upon that instita'ioa. These two factors, operating together, have dooe 
Jews’ College a orvel injury. It is not merely that it bas been imposeible to 
provide our fature spiritual leaders with the best edacation in the anbjects in 
which they shoald be rendered moat efficient; serious as this defect is, I 
think that a worse and more permanent wound has be-n inflicted o1 the 
College by the attitude adopted towards it by the Executive of the United 
Synagogue. 

Is 18 well known to you that the raw material on which the College 
authorities bave to work is derived practically without exception from a 
certain class in the community. | do not for one moment suggest that poor 
men will not make just as good clergymen as rich men. But | do maintain, 
and it cannot be denied, that by contiaing our choice to one class it is not 
possible to evolve the best type of Minister. Why do not our well-to-do and 
cultured families send their sons to Jews’ College? Ila the firat instance, 
probably, because the Jewish Minister is not inovariab!y accorded the respect 
that is due to his position from those in authority, bat ion an equal degree 
because Jews’ College, instead of enjoying honour as the great seat of learning 
which it is, is regarded as a kind of 1oferior charity, to be thrown a dole when 
the hat is passed round with sufficient insistence. Ie this a dignifird— 
is this a statesmaniike view to take of an institution which is so essential to 
our well-being ? 

What is the motive underlying this policy of belittling Jews’ College on 
every possible occasion which the honorary officers of the United Synagogue 
continue to display? It isin order to dissuade the Council from making 
that adequate grant to the College against which they can find no other 
argument. But what manner of reasoning is this? To refuse an institution 
the assistance which alone can raise ite efficiency, and then to make its 
defecte a ground for declining a proper provision! Is there either logic or 
honesty in such a proceeding ? 

To bolster ap this leaky argument the honorary officers contemptuously 
play on your supposed meanness by the ever-ready appeal to your communal 
pockets. They invariably parade before you the bogey of increased taxation, 
tricked out in its most terrifying garb. “ We bave not got the money,” they 
tell you. “If you want to spend more on Jews’ ( lege your synagogues will 
first have to fiad it. You must give it out of your bard-earned surpluses, and 
what will your congregants have to say to that’” I beg of you not to be pot 
off by this transparent move against the College. Apply the argument by all 
means, if you will, to some of the outside acts of benevolence in which vou 
indulge, but do your daty to yourselves in the first instance. Le just before 
you are generous ! 7 

In every well ordered State provision is first of all made for the army and 
navy and the administrative services, and it is only after these and similar 
vital requirements have been fully met that the rest of the revenue is a;por- 
tioned to serve the country’s lesser needs. So it should be with us. In the 
body politic of Anglo-Jewry what place should we assign to sach an instita- 
tion as Jews’ College? Doves it not supply us with the sinews of our spiritua! 


_ defence? Does it not give us the men who are going to fight our battles’? Is 


it right, then, that it should be given a miserable pittance for its upkeep, and 
that even this allowance should only be forthcoming if, after a variety of 
beneficent and praiseworthy but far less appropriate grants have been made, 
there should be sufficient money left in the exchequer ? 

Such a procedure as this is nothing short of ruinous to the communal 
welfare. The United Synagogue’s subvention to Jews’ College, on whore 
existence it is unquestionably dependent, should obviously be a primary charye 
upon its income, in exactly the same way as the salaries of its Ministers area 
primary charge, for it is as much a necessity to make and ensure Ministers as 
to support them. 

What should shat subvention be? To-day the expenditure of Jews’ 
College is £4,000 a year, and nearly half its product goes to the United Syna- 
gogue. If improvements which are declared necessary, and for the discussion 
of which an important Committee of the College has been sitting for some 
time, are to carried out, that amount will have to be considerably 
augmented in the near future.. Towards this expenditare the honorary officers 


- of the United Synagogue propose—and that after filling practically all its 


pulpite at the expense of the College—to continue last year’s wretched contri- 
bution of £100, and to bring the amount to the customary £300 by again 
£200 out of the Benjamin Levi Bequest. 


This is the way they have learnt their lesson. Can fatuity go farther” 
It is sad, it is pitifal. alike from the point of view of decency, of e unity, and 
no less of policy. We have only to compare this grant with the generous 
subvention of the Sephardic Congregation, which, while itself deriving little 
direct benefit from the College, every vear votes the sum of £1.000 towards its 
maintenance, in order to realise how blind is the United Synagogue to its duty. 

At present, Jews’ College can only clear itself from debt by periodically 
issuing frantic appeals to the generosity of the public. It is most undesirable 
that our ene important seat of learning shonid thas be looked upon by the 
community as an importanate charity. Moreover, to meet the increased 
needs of the fature there can be little donbt, judging by the experience of the 
past, that the response to appeals to the public for *% further increase will be 
inadequate. Surely the time has arrived for the laited Synagogue to meet 
obligations in a proper, in an bonourable manner. 

In votiog £1.900 a year to the College, and in making this provision once 
and for all a primary charge n))9n its funds, it will be doing no more than its 

_bare dutv. And you, Gentlemen, will have the eatiefaction of knowing that 
by your individual action the fature spiritual welfare of Anglo-Jewry will be 
ia the hands of a man trained in your midst and yet well fitted for the 
great responsibilities which will be entrusted to him, and that the next 
generation will not have to pass throngh so trying an ordeal as that from 
which we ourselves have only barely emerged. 

As Members of the Council of the United Synagogne, which controls the 
corporate life of the most important section of the community, you are 
practically the trustees of Anglo-Jewry. You, Gentlemen, have therefore a 
heavy responsibility, which is not discharged by merely following the behests 
of your honorary officers. By your votes, and happily every vote connts 
equal in the Council Chamber, will posterity judge how far you bave been 
true to your trust ! 

Will you make plain to the Executive your determination that the old 
“ parish-pump ” policy shall be abandoned, and will you show the community 
at large that, in your case at any rate, the lesson with which the Chief 
Rabbinate problem has so strikingly confronted us has gone home ’

As we announcel in our last number, it was not onr intention to 
A issue another edition of the Fortnightly Circular till Parim. But since 


PURIM that announcement, grave events, frau¢ght with serious conseq ences to 
SCANDAL the Society, bave ocsurred, which compels us to take up our pen so 
roon. We.-refer to the scheme of a few jnnior members to celebrate 
Parim with a dance and whist drive. Let as say quite frankly that we 
do not hold these joniors entirely responsible for this echeme ; bebind 
them are other forces at work. Let us brietiy state its bistory. On 
Monday evening. a few junior members of the Society—-one of them a 
member of the Committee—met to arrange a social evening for Purim. 
Previous to the meeting, the Society wasasked to take part in the arrange. 
ments. These members were promptly informed that, uoder no condition 
would the Society lend its name to a programme which included dancing. 
The meeting decided, however, that dancing was indispensable to an 
enjoyable evening, and as the Society would take no part in it the 
affair would be arranged among themeelves. The effrontery of that 
decision! Are all the decrees of our Rabbon'm to be ignored because, 
in the opinion of a few juniors dancing is absolately necessary’ Are 
the principles of the Torah itself to be set aside because of the decision 
of a few youths? We cannot here enter into the very ongent reasons 
against dancing—reacons, be it remembered, that are based on the very 
foundations on which Jodaism rests. Perhaps, at’ some fature date we 
shall thoroughly go into those reasons. Bat they are as well known to 
these junior members, and to their coadjutors, as to ourselves. Their 
conduct in breaking away from the Society, in order to act against ite 
principles, is nothing sbort of traitorous. At no time was it more 
essential that orthodox Jewry should stand united, than at the present 
moment. And these juniors, by their action, are wrecking the 
good work the Society is striving to perform. They had 
the opportunity to show that it ts posrible to pass an enjoy- 
able evening without dancing—as assuredly it is. They had the oppor. 
tanity to be ‘‘ Makadesh Hashem ”—no bigher duty is possible—and 
they have faithlessly failed in their dutv. And Parim of all occasions! 
To celebrate the anniversary of our deliverance with a dance, which is 
absolutely against Jewish principles, and which we do not her:tate to 
designate —desry ite what may be said to the contrary —-as @ Mean, sensual 
pleasure, is a howling disgrace. 

Bot let our words not be misconstrued. We do not write in any 
spirit of animosity or vindictiveness. \We have nothing personal” 
against these juniors. If we bave used bard words it is because the 
case demands it. We appeal to them to drop their dance, and together 
with the Committee of the Society to devise other means to celebrate 
Parim. We appeal to them not to cause a schism in the ranks of the 
Chevra Ben Zakkai. We appeal to them to rescind their basty and ill. 
considered decision, and, like true members of the Ben Zakkai, to 
consider, even at this eleventh hour jewish metbods to celebrate & 
jewish boliday. Let us all hand in hand with solid ranks and united 
forces march forward to the attainment of the great goal for which the 
Society was formed. 

(We print the above “Circular” exactly as it was sent to us, and would only for the 
moment observe that, horrified as the anthor (or authors) of the remarkable docament 
appears to be at the proposal to hold a dance, not a word is said about the suggested 
whist drive.

4 MEETING OF THE JEWISH LEAGUE. 

; Miss HANNAH HYA™ presided at a drawing-room meeting of the League which 
. was held at 3, Shoot-up-Hill, on Sanday last. She said that what bad made her a 
| suffragist was ber experience among the working women of the East End, where 
she had gained a knowledge of how poor women had to work, and the conditions 
of labour into which they were compelled. She hoped that by obtaining the vote 
for women something wonld be done to bring relief to sweated labour and an 
amelioration of the long hours which made misery of their lives. Recent legiasla-

of women demanding tne franchise. She regarded this as Holy work and therefore 
Jewish work. 

Miss ©. ELKIN having addressed the meeting, the Rev. I. I. MATTUCK said 
that many who were favourable to women having the vote were yet opposed to 
the establishment of a Jawish League for the purpose of aiding the movement. 
But he contended that the league was justified if they gathered together as 
Jews and Jewesses, and not merely asa branch of the suffrage movement ; because 
they believed that their religion taught the ideals opon which the sufirage move- 
ment was based, and they were by their Judaism impelled to support the move- 
ment. In spite of the Oriental origm of Judaism there had been a development in 
respect to woman away from Eastern ideals concerning her. That development 
had not been accidental. It was consequent to the essential teachings of Judaism. 
There were two accounts of the creation of woman in the Bible. Uae was 
that in which woman was eaid to have been created from the rib of man. 
He (the speaker) did not like that account. The one he liked was that in 
which we were told that God had created both man and woman so that 
both alike are in His image. That meant that the Almighty had endowed 
them with separate and distinct personalities; both had souls. Hence both 
had rights which no repression could in the end destroy. There wes, how 
ever, also a consideration of expediency in the movement which must not 
be lost sight of. In the first place, it did not do to repress any considerable 
section of society preventing them from expressing their views, their desires, 
and their hopes on matters affecting the common good, and in the next it was 
needful to recognise the fact that politica were sordid and filled with much that 
was reprehensible. It was needful, therefore, to bring into politics woman's 
influence, so that politica might be purified and exalted, so that woman might 
bring to the public service some of the home virtaes and the idealism which were 
her characteristics. 

After some other speakers, including Dr. Hochman, bad addressed the meet- 
ipg, a cordial vote of thanks to Miss Hyam for presidiog, and to Mr..and Mre.

SELLING UNPORGED BUTCHER-MEAT AS HOSHER. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. |. GUGGENHEIMER, 27, Lordship Park, N. 


Sir,—Ino his first message which onr Chief Rabbi-Elect has addressed to the 
Jewish commuoaities throughout the Empire, and which bas been described as “a 
peautifal message, breathing a fiae spirit of peace and conscious responsibility,” 
he invokes not only the bel), of his spiritual colieagues, but’also the aid of his lay 

workers in the great mission which he is undertaking for the “ upholding aud 
maintaining of the sway of the Torah over our lives and the sanctification of the 
Diviae Name, both within and without the ranks of Anglo-Jewry.” ‘nese 
pastoral cable-greetinge, in their powerfal simplicity, display such noble sincerity 
and good-fellowship—splendid qualities for a spiritual leader which even did not 
escape the notice of the late South African High Commissioner—that a mere " lay 
co-worker" may be forgiven for responding to this appeal with equally sincere 
spontaneity and calling the attention of the oclestastical Authorities to serious 
grievance which, amongst others, to a very great extent, bas been iostrumental in 
bringing about the split in our commanity, that has been so generally de) lored 
iaripg the last decades.

PINMS) PIM, was recalled to us also, at the conclasion of the reading of 
or last weekly portion, which, after having dealt with the details of the erecuon 
of the firat Sanctuary in Israel and the coming tostallation of the first High-Priest, 
led ue along to the actual service in thia Sanctuary aod, amongst otbers, also to 
some of the dietary laws derived from the context of the sacerdotal prescriptions. 
Of these characteristic Jewish laws very few indeed have fouad their way into 
ther religions, which fact undoubtedly explains .a certain disregard they 
bave met with, especially daring the last century. Theyare perhaps more difhcalt 
to observe than most other Jewish laws, because their meaning ts not uaderstwod, 
and therefore also not sufficiently appreciated like for iostanoce the meaning and 
the usefulness of the Sabbath. Yet they bave been the indispensable means of 
preserving the old spirit of Jadaism and tbe consciousaess of its special mission to 
humanity, the recogaition of which id becoming more and more geuveral with the 
current of time. 

One of the sections of these laws concludes thus: “lor Iam the God that 
brought you out of the Land of Egypt, to be your God: Ye shall therefore be 
boly, for I am holy” (Lev. xi., 45). Holiness is, therefore, the only object of 
these laws that is distinctly mentioned in the Pentateuch. Bat whatis the nature 
f the holiness which they are intended to produce or to promote’ “ The dietary 
‘awa,” says Maimonides, “ train usin the mastery cf our appetites; they accustom 
is to restrain the growth of desire, the indulgence of seeking that which is 
pleasant, and the disposition to consider the pleasare of eating aod drinkiug the 
end of man’s existence.” And indeed wherever the Law commands restraint of 
some bodily enjoyment, or restriction of any of our appetites, such commandmeut 
'8 fo'low: d or preceded by the exbortation to be holy, or the warning not to detile 
oneself. (See Friedlinder’s Jewish Religion). 

Before dealing at greater length with a list of unclean animals, which we are 
forbidden to eat, the Law enumerates also various parts of clean animals, which 
we likewise are not permitted to eat. Thus a limb of a living auimal, the 
sinew that shrank, the blood of beasts and birds, the fat of ox, sheep or goat 
that covereth the inwards, and all the fat that 1s upon the kidoeys, which is 
by the flanks (ev. II[., 3 and 4) are likewise forbidden. With respect to the 
last Commandment we are warved tbat: “ Whosoever eateth the fat of the cattle of 
which one can offer an offering by fire unto God—the person that eateth shall be 
cut off from the people.” Now even in connection with the probibi.ion of pork and 
other unclean animals such a severe punishment is not pronounced to ove of the 
following chapters (Lev. XI.) which clearly proves the much greater importance 
the law attaches to the observance of the prohibition of “ Cheleb” than it does ia 
the case of pork. 3 

Yet, how very little importance do our Jewish Butchers attach toit! Of 
course, any Jewish Woman who buys her meat from a Buischer, under the super. 
vision of the Ecclesiastical Autborities, takes it for granted that sach meat is ready 
for use. Little does she dream that, unless specially asked for, the greater 
portion of meat sold by the Je«isn butchers under the control of the Beth ia and 
the supervision of the “Shomerim” 1s not separated from the “Cheleb,” which 
is not easily removed by unskilled hands, the “Cheleb,” the eating of which, like 
the eating of blood, is subject to the severe punishment of “ Kureth,” whereas, 
transgressions in respect to pork would only be subject to the much milder panish- 

ment of “ Maikuth Arboim.”

) “Children of the Ghetto.” 


By ONE OF THEM 


Mr. A. Valentine might, before occupying space in last Friday’s JEWISH 
CRARONICLE w th an ansolicited teatimonial to the Police, have taken the trouble 
to read my comments intelligently, even thongh they be, as he describes them, 
picturesque,”—-for which criticiam am not ungrateful. I am afraid Mr. 
\alentine’s Sepbardi blood bas boiled unnecessarily, seeing that my reference to 
the unattached street-sellers was intended to have no bearing upon the 
Wentworth Street traders, though to be eure, the name of that localitv was 
mentioned. If I am not mistaken, there are districts other than Went- 
worth Street in which Jewish hawkers congregate in large numbera In the 
Commercial Road district you will fiad them in their hundreds. Black Lion 
Yard and Old Montagoe Street provide a venue for a great many, too, and if Mr. 
\alentine’s Uaion possessed anything in the way of initiative it would do-well to 
bring these people within ite hospitable fold. 


As to the police, dear, plump fellows that they are, Mr. Valentine 
credits one and all with a seemingly angelic disposition. Evidently he 
possesses an all-seeing eye, but he is clearly unaware that the treatment meted ont 
to some of the uafortanate traders farther East is quite alien to that “ kindly 
symyathy ” to which, witb all the warmth of his big heart, he refers. Regard for 
the exigencies of space precludes the more extended reference the subject really 
deserves, but Mr. Valentine would do well in the futare to refrain from arriving 
at hasty conclusions, even though they form a coavenient pag upon which 
to hang cloying tribates to London's “men in biue.” 


Strikes are in the air, and the spirit of uurest is once again hovering over the 
world of industry. Firet the bakers, then the railwaymen, and now the tailors. 
Somehow, I bardly know when and whether to attach great importance to the 
lamentations of the tailor. In the eyes of the man in the street he has ever been 
an ill used, down-trodden worker, the impotent victim of the aweater, doomed to 
wear bis life away in workshops that are awfal to think of. Anyhow, the tailor 
bas made up bis miod to strike, and the East End of London is seething with 
activity. A week ago there were no fewer than eight open-air meetings organised 
by the Jewish Tailors and Tailoresses Trade Union—gatherings remarkable for 
their orderlinees, as well as for the tlaency with which the work+rs gave voice to 
their wroogs “from morn till dewy eve.” Here were men who had come direct 
from the ‘vorkehop to tell street-corner audiences of the woes of their class, 
thamping the rostram in approved Hyde Park fashion, appealing for unity of par- 
pose to the brother tailors gathered round. Underlying it all, 1t was impossible 
nos to detect the spiric of revolt against capitalism in general and subcontracting 
in particular. 


The lot of the master tailor with his elegant home was contrasted with that 
of the man who worked for bim ata wretched wage. “It's you who makes 'em 
rich—you '” From the crowd there came the deep-throated “7!” of approba- 
tion. But even assuming that these very joarneymen tatlora strike out as masters 
on their own acc unt—as many of them certainly do—how do we know that they 
will not offemd im like fashiou; that they will not grind down the worker in 
sweating dens of their owa, jast as they were ground dowa in the days of their 
wéeneriwod! That thare are men who are obliged to work for moat of the hours 
God sends, and at a wage that makes one blush for very shame, is clear and 
incontrovertible. I was speaking to a poor fellow at the meeting in question 
and gathered that he worked from eight in the morpiog uotil nine and 
ten o’cluck at uight for a standing wage of 25s. This is wicked, bat it 
is no isolated case. The Trades Board Act seema, to have done nothiag for this 


class of worker, and one suspects that, like many another Act that figures on the -

whole. The tailors are asking for a working week of fifty hoars, with a daily wage 
of from 5s. 6d., to 103. 64., accordiag to the class of work on which they are 
engaged. This is not unreasonable. ; 


What do the masters say?’ They will tell you that the journeyman is lazy ; 
that he is too prone to discussing politics during working hours, and 
that the class of work entrusted to him is paid for at a rate commensurate with 
its worth. The strike of last May, however, does not appear to have prodaced 
reforme of any lasting character, and there are indications that the problem of 
“what to wear for the summer,” will prove to be-no less acute than it was a year 
ago. Bewildered Brammels, disappointed dandies, clamorous clubdom—the 
merchant tailor remembers the doings of last spring with a shudder, and is doing 
his level best to pacify the disconteated workers. It is the aim of the new Uaion 
of Jewish Tailors and Tailoresses to abolish sub-contracting altogether and bring 
pressure to bear on the merchant tailors to establish workshops oftheirown. Even 
then, it might prove a case of “out of the frying-pan into the fire,” thougao the 
evils of sub-contractipg are past endurance. 


Old “Shaaré Tikva” boys will read with interest that the Haham has accepted 
an oil-painting of himself, executed by Mr. Benjamin Martinez. The gift has 
naturaliy occasioned Dr Gaster considerable pleasure, for it seems to point to a 
talent that had long remaiced unsuspected. lew, indeed, of the old Shaaré Tikva 
boys have “set the Thames on fire.” Some, fortunate enough by reasons of descent 
and parentage, to qualify for bequests left for their education and advancement, have 
been heiped over the stile that leads to the path of comfort and competence. 
Others, who have refrained from thrusting themselves uuder the notice of the 
“ powers that be,” have seemingly been coutent to jog along in their own fashion. 


One reads with interest that no fewer than twenty persons with the surname 
of Cohen were summoned at Whitechapel County Court toserveona jury.

A good many of us will no doubt prefer to put by our twopences towards 
the fee of a practitioner more to vur likiog. The discerning friendly society 
member never had much opportunity of selecting the doctor whom he really cared 
for. If he is non-insured, he would ba well-advised to save his twopences.

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ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT 


LARGE NUMBER OF APPEALS. 


Several cases came up for the consideration of the London Appeal Board 
«bich met on Monday afternoon. Only four, bowever, represented appeals 
lodged by Jewish aliens. Three of these appellants were successful. The Board 
comprised Mr. Francis, J.P., who presided, Mr. J. Prag, J.P., and Mr. Bailward. 

In the first case the Chief Officer eaid the appellant had prodaced the address 
of a man to whom recently several emigrants had proceeded. Concerning the 
~ppellant himself, the Officer added that according to the declaration form he was 
. baker, but bad on board ship described himeelf es a tailor’s preseer and had 

ven other evidence which appeared to him to be contradictory. 

NYMAN, the alien in question, told the Board that he really left Russia on 
count of the mobilisation of the army which was now proceeding, and feared 
sing called upon to serve. Apart from tbat fact, he declared that he bad been 
vited to come here by a brother, whose address he had previously produced, and 
‘tended to send for his wife when once he was settled here. He «xplained that 
_ had been advised to say he was a presser by a shipping agent at Bremen. 

The Enquiry Officer said he was not satisfied with the result of his enquiries, 
od added thet the man he called upon, alleged to be a brother, appeared to be in 
.d circumstances. It was observed of the brother, who came forward on behalf 
‘ the alien, that some time ago he appeared before the Board, when he represented 

nself to be a brother of an alien who, it was eventually proved, was very little 
ore than a stranger to him. In the circumstances, the Chairman eaid that the 
idence of the witness could not now be relied upon, althongh the Board was 
tisfied that the relationsbip claimed in the present case was bondi fide. 

Mr. Isaac Landau, who appeared for the Jewish cases, urged that in view of 

na jide offer of a master baker who was willing to employ the appellant fora 
tain specified period at a fair rate of wage, the appeal was a clear one for 
‘mission under the Act. 

A lengthy deliberation then ensued in .amera, the appeal being eventually 
owed on a written undertaking of a master baker. 

PYZER BITLING, who left Russia in the hope of finding work in London asa 


ulor, stated that be had deserted from the Russian Army in consequence of the | 


treatment he had received. He bad been ordered to do work that it was not 
: duty to do, be said, and was subject to insult because he wasa Jew. 
It was submitted on the alien's behalf that if he were sent back to Russia he 
sould be very severely punished. 
The Board, after considering the case, rejected the application to remain in 
this country. 
Vir. Landan raised the question whether desertion from the Russian Army 
metitated a political offence, in which case the immigrant onght to 
be allowed to land. The Board agreed to a reference of the point to the Home 
Secretary. 
MORDECAI! GALBAR, fifty years of age, was allowed to land, Mr. Landau 
pointing ont that the appellant had come here on a visit to a brother who had 
recently undergone a serious operation. On. the andertaking of a responsible 


witness Galbar was allowed to land and to remain in this country for a limited | 


period. 

A well set-up youth of nineteen was the next appellant. He was, he said, 
proceeding to an uncle who had written for him. 

After some deliberation, the lsoard decided to allow the appeal, subject to a 
written undertaking being signed by the uncle that he would see to the alien's 
welfare, and place him in a trade where he would have every chance of making 
progress.

Nine appeals against rejection were made by immigrants, from whom per 
mission to land had been withheld by the officials, at a sitting of the Appeal 
on Tuesday afternoon.

/ his tarned out to be the fact, as the officer had understood the address to be 25, 
ieldgate Street, whereas it was 25, Philpot Street. The brother, Mr. Sam 
Uleweis, was called, and seemed to be in a fair way of bueiness, and on his under- 
‘aking to employ and take care of the appellant the appeal was allowed. 

The next appeal was by MOISE JAKOBOWITZ, @ eingle young man from 
‘ussia, who said he was a tailor. He was no relation of another appellant of the

came here to a friend named Mohlar, and gave Moblar’s address as 5, Fashion 
Street. The assistant officer said he had called there but found the premises 
palled down. Mr. Levinsohn remarked that ifthe premises did not exist of course 
Mr. Mohlar could not be found there. The officer said he had not inquired 
of the neighbours for Moblar’s present address. Mr. Moblar, however, 
&ppeared and said he lived at 51, Brick Lane. He had formerly lived 
at 5, Fashion Street. His business was that of letting out barrows. 
He paid a substantial rent. He could find work for appellant if necessary, but a 
Mr. Ginsburgh, a master boot manufacturer, was present, and offered work to 
appellant. The Chairman recalled Moblar, and asked him whether he would see 
that Chanin was properly cared for by him, and on his agreeing to this, the Board 
said that upon the joint undertaking of Mr. Moblar and Mr. Ginsburg, the appeal 
would be allowed.

ZIONISM. 


SYDNEY ZIONIST SOCIETY. 


The Committee of the Sydney Zionist Society has issued the fifth annua 
report. 


The following is an abstract of the report :— 


There is a substantial addition this year as compared with previous ones in the 
amounts donated for special objects and subscriptions to the Society, but the number of 
members does not show any appreciable increase. It is once more to be deplored, that 
in spite of the Committee's efforts, little enthusiasm is shown in the work of the Society, 
by the vast majority of the Jewish residents in Sydney.

An exbaustive report was submitted from Dr. Jochelmann, dealing with hi: 
recent journey in the Galveston immigration area. 

There was also read a long petition, signed by eighty emigrants, recapitnlating 
all the grievances suffered by Jew sh em grants in their journey from [inuasia 
through Germany, especially at the frontier stations, grievances largely the fault 
of Governmental! agents and agencies, and showing a low standard of bygiene and 
decency, apart from the actual ill-treatment by officials and the cheating in mon- \ 
matters. This petition bas been referred by Mr. Zangwill to the “ Hilfaverein 
der deutschen Jaden,” which expressed its satiefaction at being provided with 
such minute details of the particular grievances at each place. Armed with this 
knowledge, it could proceed energetically to work for the sweeping away of thes: 
abases. The evils in question, although pointed out by the Ito emigrants who 
have a bigher standard of civilisation than the average emigrant, are, of course. 
endured by all Jewish emigrants through Germany, and thus the petition of th 


Ito emigrants may bave wide-reaching consequences for the general benefit, shou! 
the efforts of the “ Hilfsverein” prove successful.

CONCERTS OF THE WEEK. 

Slavonic music has made such strides in popular favour as well as in artistic 
development of late years, that its inclusion in modern programmes ia fast 
becoming inevitable, thereby opening up a wide field. Russian songs have 
figured largely in the concerts of the week, commencing with a |ittle group sung 
by Dr. Theo Lierbammer in his vocal recital at Bechstein Hall on Wednesday 
week, in which he dis)layed all that breadth of tone and characteristic sympathy 
that bave made him one of the most capable singers of the day. In bis interpre- 
tations of such oid favourites as “In (Jaesta Tomba™ and “Adelaide” of 
Beetboven, as well as in songs by more modern composers, he maintains an 
individual conception as to time and ;bhrasing. He was assisted by Mies Lily 
Fairpey, & promising young pupil, who possesrees a mezzo-soprano voice of good 
quality. Both artists were perfectly accom) anied by Mr. Hamilton Harty. 

Rassian mnosic also formed the mo/if for the second and last recital given by 
Madame Natalie Aktzery yesterday week at the A/olian Hall. The clever artist 
again showed her individuality and musical temperament. M. Jowanowich proved 
bimeelf a sympathetic accompanist. 

That the interpretations of Herr Zacharewitch are invariably marked by force 
and sincerity 1s not to be denied, and in his latest comp»xition, “ The Great 
Thoughts of Toletoy,” which be produced at the first of hia “‘ Concert Intimes,” on 
Thursday week, be has evolved a work which, by no means remarkable iv con. 
struction, yet carries with it a certain philosophic atmorpbere well calculated to 
strike a new pote in musical advancement. There is, however, seemingly little 
connection between Tolstoy and the actaal music; still so welcome is any well. 
conceived step towards a combination of originality and significance in the + {forts 
of modera composers that Herr Z.scharewitch’s work abonld be cordially received. 

New works were presented at the Patrons’ Fand Concert given by the Royal 
College of Music at Bechstein Hall on Friday, these taking the form of a 
l'santasy in F minor by Eugene Goossens, janr., and two Novelletes for Strings by 
Philip Levine. Both works were melodious, if not elaborate, and were crediably 
rendered by the Kinze (aartet. 

That Miss Florence Greenwood has amply fulfilled the promise shown at a 
former pianoforte recital was proved at .1)olan Hall on Saturday. when ber inter. . 
pretations were marked by a sympathetic refinement and facility of techniyne. 
Commencing with two old French Gavottes (composer unknown), A Pastorale in 
KE minor (Scarlatti) and Mozart's Rondo in A, Miss Greenwood proceeded with a 
programme including snch important works as Beethoven's Sonata in A flat and 
Schubert's “ Wanderer” Fantasia. he displayed throughout admirable dexterity 
and no little masical feeling. 

An exceptionally large andience assembled at the ‘()neen'’s Hal! on Wednesday 
for the Chopin Recital cf Sigoor Basoni. From an artistic point of v ew, it proved 
eminentiv saccessfal, thongh tbe inclasion of two groups of twelve studies (Op. 10 
and Op. 25) was open to objection, as not only trending in the direction of monotony, 
but likely to impose an undue strain on the pianist. Certainly these works go far 
to prove that Chopin's music is not invariably characterised by sentimental melan. 
choly, but they lose somewhat in effect by the continuity of execution. Signor 
Busoni’s rendering was, of course, a technical triumph, in which the significance 
of each was clearly portrayed ; but, perhaps, bis artistic persooality and command 
of tone gradation was shown toa still greater extent in the Ballade and Barcarolle 
in F minor, in the melodic phrases of which he displayed a bréadthb of phrasing, as 
well as imaginative sympathy, that made his performance undeniably impressive

ARSON IN THE EAST END.—The trial, which had extended over three days, 
at the Old Bailey, befure Mr. Justice Bankes, concluded on Wednesday, of Morris 
Loufer, restaurant-keeper and tobacconist, of Commercial Road, I'., and Samnel 
Loufer, aged seventeen, his son, who were acoused of the murder of Cornelius King 
and Morris Kovaleky, by setting fire to Morris Loufer’s premises on January 24th. 
According to the prosecution, there were twenty people in the house on January 
24th, many of whom were rescued by Constable Noah Jones, who was himself 
overcome by the dense smoke. Morris Loufer, it was stated, had insured his 
goods for £400, and had been repeatedly heard to declare that be mast have a fire 
to meet his liabilities. One witness, Kate Rabinstein, asserted that she caught 
Morris Loufer in the act of firing the place a few days before Janvary 24th, and 
that the man persuaded her not to inform the police. The woman also sai: 
that after the fire both Morris and Samuel Lonufer offered her money to keep quiet, 
and that the elder prisoner told her that she coald be imprisoned for five years for 
failing to disclose the first fire. Mr. H. 5S. ©. Henriques defended both accused, 
and the jary found Morris Loufer guilty of manslaughter, aud he was sentenced to 
ten years’ penal servitude. Samuel was fouod not guilty and was discharged. The 
jury highly commended Police-constable Noah Jones for his bravery in saving so 
many lives. 

A Disorperty Prririoner.—At Bow Street, Mr. Marsham had before him Simon 
Cohen, 65, living in the East End, who attempted to present a petition to the King on 
the occasion of the State opening of Parliament on Monday. He was charged with 
obstrncting the police in the execution of their duty. P.C. 1s D.R. said tbat as their 
Majesties were returning from the House of Lords the defendant broke through the line 
of police and troops in the Mall and held onta large envelope to one of the servants lead 
ing the horses attached tothe Royal carriage. ‘lhe servant refused to take it, and the 
envelope dropped into the roadway. n being arrested, Cohen said,“ lam not doing 
this for myself, [ am doing it for the people.’ The defendant, speaking imperfect 
English, said that seven months ago he wrote to the hing asking him to appoint one or 
two deputies to gee him and discnss matters on behalf of the poor and destitate. He 
received a kind reply stating that commonications of that nature could only be submitted 
through his Majesty's responsible Ministers. He afterwards approached Mr. Lloyd 
George (from whom he obtained no reply), the Prime Minister, and (/ueen Alexandra. 
In reply to the magistrate, the defendant said that he was willing to be bonnd over, and 
be was ordered to enter into his own recognizances in £5) ta be of good behavioaur for 
six months.—-Mr. Simon Cohen is wel)-known in the Kast Hed of London, and has dis 
tinguished himself for many years past by addressing letters on all sorts of subjects ty 
all sorte and conditions of men and women.
